Inſtinct. Nor does it appear there were in the Begin- 
ning any public Profeſſors of this moſt uſeful Branch 
of Learning; for ſick Perfans were placed in Croſs- 
ways, and other public Places, to receive the Advice of 
Paſſengers, who had Skill ſufficient to direct them to 
an efficacious Remedy, ſuitable to their Diſorder. able / 


the better to preſerve the Memory of any remarkable | 
Cure, the Diſeaſe, the Remedy, and the Succefs, we | 
engraved on Pillars, or written on the Walls of Temples, 
that Patients in the like Caſes might have Recourſe 
thereto for Inſtruction and Relief. 

Hence it appears, that the Riſe of this Art was ow- 
ing to repeated Trials and long Experience, which gave 
an Inſight into the Virtues of Herbs and Plants, Metals 
and Minerals; and in what Difeaſes they were attended 

with moft Succeſs. The Skill of the firft Phyficians 
was therefore termed "Ewrepa, [ Experience,]' and they 
themſelves were called EN [ Empirics, } Words 

which, however miſapplied, at preſent, to Quacks and 
illiterate Pretenders, will, for ever, point out the true 
Method of medical Improvement. And had as much 
Time been ſpent in making cautious Experiments, and 
_vriting accurate Hiſtories of Difeaſes, as in the invent- 
ing new Theories, and interminging falſe Philoſophy 
with true phyſical Knowledge, this Art would have 
appeared in its true genuine Luſtre long ago. It is ow- 
ing to Lazineſs, Inattention, or too haſty a Purſuit after 
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Fame, that we hear of ſo many Patients cured, who 
have been given over by the Phyſicians? Shall Gen- 
tlemen of ſuperior Learning, great Abilities, and a 
thorough Acquaintance with the Animal Oeconomy, 
ſuffer themſelves to be excelled by ignorant Medicaſters, 
when they themſelves are beſt qualified to adminiſter, 
with Jud nt, the moſt potent Medicines of every 
kind. theſe are the edge Tools of Phyſic, in whoſe 
Hands Hal they be truſted, but in theirs, who are beſt 
able to wield them, to vanquiſh the formidable Enemies 
which. bid Defiance to every gentler Methoe. 
But a Back wardneſs to make Improvements is not all 
we haye Cauſe to lament; for there is a ſtrange Repug- 
nance in many to admit any new Diſcovery, 2 
beneficial to Mankind. Of this the Peruvian Bark is 
notorious. Inſtance, which made its way into the World 
with ſuch Unaccountable Difficulty. 1 might alſo men- 
tion the Time when the Lues Veueres firſt appeared in 
Europe, When the Cure of that filthy Diſeaſe was en- 
tirely,! in the Hands of Barbers, and other Perſons of the 
fam Cle, who boldly ventured upon Mercury, prac- 
tiſed with Succeſs; _, quickly Hg their P "oy 
while re dlar hyſician, adhering cloſely to the 
Rules: 785 Galen, wire ſharp invents againſt, rheſe 
enterprizing Qvacks, and gave their Patients the Satis- 
Faction of dying miſerably according to Art. How 
Fr therefore is it, for a Practitioner to be void of 
Prejud ICE, to abound with Candour, . and to embracs 
re RY Improve ments with Eagerneſs. 
But in other Reſpect $ it is happy for us £5 yl

Or by what Theory now in vogue, can we accoun 
even for the Regeneration of a Lobſter's Claw? Muck 
leſs can we tell why the Iſſue of two different $i 
| loſes the Power of Generation. And yet that this is 
the Caſe of Quadrupeds, has long been generally known. 
It is likewiſe the ſame wir Birds, as afl who delight in 
Breeding: thoſe of the ſinging Kind can affirm, from 
their own Experience. With regard to our own Bodies, 
it is true, in the utmoſt Extent of the Phraſe, that we 
are fear fully and wonder fully made, and the more we 
enquire into the Nature of Man, the more Reaſon we 
have to admire the Wiſdem and Power of the Creator; - 
and the greater Occaſion to confeſs our own Ignorance, 
But the Laws of Nature are more within oor Reach, 
and to gain Acquaintance with them is an Occupation 
worthy of a true Philoſopher, and without which no, 
Man deſerves the Name of a Phyſician. 
Now as ſome Improvements have been are in his 
Reſpect, and Medicines difcovered, or differently ap- 
plied, of which no tolerable Account has yet been 
in any practical Treatiſe of this Kind, I 7 Thou

And certainly every Aſſiſtance, how 
ſmall ſoever, muſt be looked upon with a favourable Eye, 
which has a Tendency to prevent Errors in Practice, and 
conſequently to ſave the Lives of many, who might o- 
therwiſe fall Victims to Want of Skill in ſome of the Pro- 
feſſors of this moſt neceſſary Art. I might, with more 
Eaſe to myſelf, have digeſted the Extracts which I have 
collected into one continued Diſcourſe, but then it would 
have wanted the Authority which ſuch a Treatiſe requires. 
When Authors of great Note differ in their Opinions 
about any material Point, I have not concealed it, that

| Deciſion to careful Obſervation and unbiaſſed Experience. 

I have given various Preſcriptions in moſt Diſeaſes, 
not as an abſolute Standard for Practice, but as Patterns 
for Imitation, which, generally ſpeaking, are to be varied 
according to the Sex, Age, and Conſtitution of the Pa- 
tient. Of theſe I have chiefly preferred the moſt fin 
ple ; for l think nothing more deſtructive to ſound Prac- 
tice, than an inconſiſtent Farrago, which renders it im- 
poſſible ever to determine the Virtue of any Medicine, 
or to know to what their ſucceſsful or pernicious _ . 
are owing. Conceited Authors may rail at ſpecific 
lities 28 much as they pleaſe, but it is impoſſible for ons : 
to make any Proficiency in the Art of Healing, .without 
an adequate Knowledge of the Alterations each Drug 
will produce in a Human Body, not by their mechanical 
Action, but by their ſingular Properties. And I heartily

I am no Enemy to the ente Prafiice, | but am ; 
very ſure it falls greatly ſhort of Expectation; and alſo 
that the Manner of ſome, in explaining the Effects of 
_ Medicines, is very infufficient. When we are told, v | 
gravely, that Quickfitver in the Blood Veſſels is like — 
in a Bottle, which, by its Gravity and Momentum, ſcours 
off all Impurities, and opens the Obſtructions; I know 
not whether it ought to raiſe our Laughter or Indignation. 
Blut ſuppoſing this is allowed to be an ingenious Solu- 

tion of its ſurprizing Operation, I ſhall ſtill be at a Loſs 
to account for its Virtues in external Applications, or 
why the very Water that it is boiled in proves an Au- 
thelmintic of a ſuperior Claſs. 
This is a ſmall Specimen of the Reaſoning of thoſe 
Gentlemen, who would be thought very ſkilful in ab- 
ſtruſe Matters; which generally proceeds from a ſtrange 
Repugnancy in human Nature to be eſteemed ignorant 
of many Things which are placed without the Sphere of 
our Knowledge. Fence all the Abſurdities of Des Car- 
tes, and his Followers, who have taken vaſt Pains to 
circumſcribe the Univerſe within the Laws of Matter and 
Motion: Hence ſuch a ſtrange Variety of Cobweb Theo- 
ries which have been induſtriouſly propagated and eagerly 
followed, to the no ſmall Detriment of the Art of Heal- 
ing, and the endangering the Lives of Millions of un- 
happy Patients. Attempts like theſe muſt needs be fruit- 
leſs and vain ; for all ſedate and ſagacious Enquirers muſt 
be forced to own, that every Animal Function and the 
Progreſs of Nature, in all Diſeaſes, diſdain. the Efforts of 
human Reaſon to bring them under Subjection. The 
vital Principle, and ſpontaneous Motion of the moſt deſpi- 
cable Inſects remain impenetrable Secrets; and the pre- 
tended Diſcovery of Leewenboek relating to the Primor- 
2 wh Animals is a moſt glaring Inſtance of the Folly - 
and 
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and Credulity.of Mankind. A modeſt Philoſopher wilt 
ſtudy to find out the proper Objects of our Knowledge, 
and how far well directed human Enquiries may proba- 
bly reach. He will likewiſe make a judicious Applica - 
tion of his Diſcoveries, and not ſtretch mechanic Laws 
beyond the Limits appointed by. Nature. 

Let none think that Medicines are to be given at Ran- 
dom, in every Stage of acute Diſeaſes; for here the Phy- 
ſieian's Judgment is abſolutely neceſſary. And the 
ſeaſonable Exhibition of a Remedy, after the Guidance 
of Nature, will always diſtinguiſn the able Practitioner 
from the dangerous Quack. For this Reaſon, I have 
been careful in reciting all the Symptoms of Diſeaſes, 
and their natural Progreſs to Recovery or Death. 
Thbere is nothing I would recommend more to a Prac- 
titioner, than Affability and Sweetneſs of Temper, with 
Regard to the Patient, and to take all prudent Methods 
to keep up his Spirits; nay, even when in a Diſeaſe it is 
neceſſary to wait to obſerve the Tendency of Nature, it 
will not be amiſs to give innocent Trifles, to convince 
him he is not neglected. For when a ſick Perſon is 

perſuaded that he has a diligent and able Phyſician, that 
very Perſuafion will contribute greatly to promote the 
n wc On the other hand, there is nothing more dan- 

gerous than a fatal Prognoſtic; for this, inſtead of de- 
monſtrating ſuperior Knowledge, too often either dejects 
the Patient, and haſtens his Exit, or proves the would- 
be Aſculapius to be a mere Medicaſter, who, perhaps, 
would be better pleaſed with a ſiniſter Event, than to ſee 
his Skill in Prediftions baffled by a Recovery, which 
would plainly prove him to be no infallible Conjurer. 

I would alſo adviſe, that Regard may be paid to the 
Patient's Appetite, or longing for any particular Thing, 
however incongruous it may ſeem ; fince we have been 
taught by Experience, that Gratifications of this Kind 
have frequently been attended with a. ſalutary Effect. 
Thus cold Water, Grapes, Oyſters, Herrings, and the 
ke, have cured the Diſeaſe when the Phyſician has at- 
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tempted 1 it in vain, Examples to confirm this are frü- 
quent in accurate Writers; and Tulpius, in particular, 
affirms, he has known the like happen an hundred 9 8 
in the Quartan Ague, and Drop: 

Analagous to this is the Pica, or Longing of W 
Women, who frequently eat and drink what would be 
highly prejudieial to others, both as to Quantity and 
Quality. And it is well known what terrible Conſe- 
quences have enſued when the Things longed for cou 
not be obtained, or have been denied: 80 man, it is 
to follow the Indications of Nature, 

With Regard to the Solanum, I an afraid the Effects 
of it are very dubious ; for though Junter ſays he has 
ſeen a moſt deplorable Cancer cured by it, yet he ſpeaks 
of it in ſuch a Manner as to pive little Encouragement 
for bringing it into Practice in Caſes of this Kind; and 
I wiſh ech could ſay the Hoſpitals had found the Virtues 
of it to anſwer their Expectations. However, as the Uſe 
of the Solanum, eſpecially of the Garden Kind, is atrendet 
with no dangerous Symptoms, but has met with SuE- 
ceſs in ſome Caſes, it may ſerve to revive the Uſe of 
certain Vegetables, which are commonly called Poiſons"; 

though there are many Drugs uſed in Medicine more 
worthy of that Name; for every one knows that v 

large Doſes of a draſtic Purge will as certainly kill, as 
the moſt deleterious Vegetable of them all. It is like. 
wiſe certain, that Semina Hyoſciami, Cicuta, &c. may be 
ſafely given in larger Doſes than Opium. Now as theſe 
act more directly on the Brain, perhaps they may not be 
improperly given to rectify the Diſorders which proceed 
from that Part. This may ſeem a Paradox, but it is 
not wholly unſupported by Authority; for Sir Theodore 

Turquet de Mayerne affirms, that Sem. Hyoſc. are an ex- 

cellent Remedy againſt the Epilepſy, if taken for forty 

Days. The Doſe at firſt is ſix Grains, which muſt be 

gradually increaſed to twenty. Paul Herman preſcribed 

A2 ccruple for an Hæmopioé, and Hoffman has conſiderably

It is likewiſe proper to know whether the Patient be of a lax 
or tenſe Habit of Body; whether the Veſſels are ſlender and 
numerous, or large and few; becauſe in narrow and ſlender Ca- 
- nals, the progreflive Motion of the Fluids is more difficult, as 
well as the Secretions and Excretions; for theſe are more quick 
and ready when the Fibres are tenſe, and the Veſſels pretty large. 
Whence we may obſerve, that they are more liable to Diſorders, 
and grow well with more Difficulty, - whoſe Fibres are more 
ſong, and whoſe Circulation of the Fluids is more quick. The 
ſame alſo may be ſaid of lean and fat Perſons. 
Regard is alſo to be had to the Colour of the Face and Skin. 
A fair, florid, and clear Complexion, ſhows the Purity and the 
Pellucidneſs of the lymphatic Fluids: If it be livid, lurid, and 
yellow, it diſcovers a ſalino-ſuphureous Impurity of the ſame, 
_ 1 Secretion in the proper Organs, eſpecially of 
iwer. | 1 : 
It appears from daily Obſervation, that the Debility, Defects, 
and Faults of the YViſcera and Fibres, as well as Diſeaſes pro- 
ceeding from thence, often deſcend to the Children; and the 
Practitioner ſhould be informed hereof. For hereditary Imbe- 
cillities and Weakneſſes are more difficult to be cured, more 
readily return and tire the Phyſician's Patience, than others. 
It is likewiſe neceſſary to know the Strength; whether the 
Patient's Spirits are low, eſpecially in the Beginning of an acute 
Diſeaſe ; for Weakneſs and Lowneſs are then bad Signs, But 
if the Perſon is in Strength and Vigour, which appears from the 
Motion and Impulſe of the Fluids, there are great Hopes of re- 
covering Health. f 5 
We are not only to examine the Condition of the Body, but 
the State of the Mind, and what Diſorders it is liable to; becauſe 
there is a wonderful Connection between the Mind and the Body, 
A greater Tenſity and Mobility of the Fibres and Solids diſpo- 
ſes the Mind to Anger ; whereas a Laxity and DefeR of the 
Vis motrzx ſhow the Perſon to be diſpirited, timid and fearful. 
On the other hand, Anger increaſes the Tone and Contractions 
of the Solids, and renders the Fluids more impetuous, but Timi- 
dity diſſolves and dejects the Strength; whence the Circulation of 
the Fluids is more flow. Terror greatly conſtringes the Surface 
and extreme Parts of the Body, and drives the Blood to the inte- 
| | ; riot” 
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rior and noble Parta, that is, the Præcordia and Head; whence 
proceed grievous Diſorders, eſpecially of the Genus nervoſum, 
which it enervates and renders languid. The ſame may be ſaid 
of Sadneſs, which often proceeds from a Defect of the Viſcera, 
and a faulty Circulation of the Fluids, as in the hypachondriac 
Paſſion ; but when its hurtful Influence attacks the ſolid Parts, it 
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wonderfully dejects the Strength of the whole Body, and hurts 
its Functions, relaxing and leſſening the Strength of the Fibres. 
If the Mind is not compoſed and at Eaſe, but ſubject to vari- 
ous Paſſions and Commotions, Diſeaſes are cured with greater 
Difficulty; therefore Enquiry is to be made, whether the Patient 
is not addicted to hard Study, and to profound and fatiguing Me- 
ditations, which is common in thoſe who apply themſelves to 
the Sciences of Metaphyſics and Mathematics, and are fond of 
nocturnal Lucubrations; for intenſe Thinking conſumes the Spi- 
rits, and brings on a Weakneſs of the Brain and nervous Parts 
whence they are ſubject to dangerous Diſeaſes of the Head, name- 
ly, Apoplexy, Melancholy, Madneſs, and Weakneſs of Memory. 
It can hardly be imagined what a Conſent there is between 
the Brain and its Membranes, between the Stomach and the ad- 
Joining Inteſtines, they being greatly nervous, and indued with 
an exquiſite Senſe; whence many Students are troubled with a 
bad Digeſtion, Coſtiveneſs, and the hypochondriac Paſſion. | 
| Beſides, it is neceſſary to conſider the Place where the Patient 
kves, the Nature of the Air, and his uſual Diet. Places that 
ſtand high expoſed to the Winds, have a more pute and ſalubri- 
ous Air; thoſe that are low, breathe an Air which is more con- 
denſed, more thick, and full of impure Vapours ; than which 
nothing can tend more to generate grievous and chronical Af- 
fections, and to deſtroy the Vigour and Strength of the Solids. 
With Regard to Diet, Enquiry muſt be made whether they 
feed groſly, and live upon Fleſh that is ſmoak-dried and ſalted, 
and Sk Bread; to which thoſe who inhabit maritime Places 
being accuſtomed, are ſubject to a Dyſcraſia, or a ſcorbutic 
Impurity, which is endemic in thoſe Parts: Or whether the 
Patient has been uſed to eat Summer Fruits, Sallads, farinaceous 
Things fryed with Butter, Eggs, and ſuch like. Some delight 
in Cheeſe, and feed upon it immoderately, which produces Ob- 
ſtructions, and generates Gravel. Next, Enquiry muſt be 
made into their Kinds of Drink; which, if it be temperate, aque- 
ous and diluting, it is more healthy. Hence groſs nouriſhing 
Malt Liquors, eſpecially if ſtale, as well as Wine and Spirits

works at the Fire; for every kind of Life produces particular Diſ- 


eaſes: Thus Braſiers are ſubject to Diſeaſes of the Eyes; Huſ- 


bandmen to thoſe of the Breaſt; Makers of Starch to Coughs 


and Phthiſicks; Porters to Aſthmas, Ruptures, and burſting of 


the Veſſels in the Breaſt; Tallow-Chandlers to Diſeaſes of the 
Head and Stomach; Workers in Tow, Hemp, and Silk, to 
Shortneſs of Breath; Leather-dreſſers are generally cachectic 
and hydropical; Runners of Races are often troubled with a 
Shortneſs of Breath, and ſpit Blood; Carpenters are ſubject to 
ſore Eyes; Nightmen are apt to be blind; Plaiſterers are trou- 
bled with Shortneſs of Breath, and Conſumptions; Waſherwo- 
men are liable to Difficulties of Breathing and Dropſies; Makers 
of Oil are caehectic and aſthmatic ;' Plumbers are frequently pa- 
ralytic; Houſe-painters are generally Valetudinarians, cachec- 


tie, coſtive and paralytic; Fiſhermen have Ulcers in their Legs; 


Bakers are troubled with Coughs, Hoarſeneſs, and Lippitude, as 
as well as a Conſtipation of the Pores; Cutters of Tobacco are 
ſubject to the Vertigo, and the like, or”; 
As there are no Perſons but what are apt to be. guilty of an 
Exceſs of one kind or other, it will be neceflary to enquire into 
their Diet, Drink, Sleep, Exerciſe, Uſe of Tobacco, c. In our 


Age the Drinking of Coffee is very common; hypochondriac Pa- 


tients are generally exceſſive in the Uſe of Medicines and other 


Things; all which Errors have ſome Influence upon the Body, 
and ought to be enquired into and conſidered. ,

Another thing to be examined is the Zxcrazons ; for unleſs 
theſe are regular, Health. cannot be maintained, and therefore 


if 
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if chey are too 0 Pena defective or ſuppreſſed, they. will cauſe 
various Diſordets: Hence if a Perſon: begins to be coſtive, it 


is generally the Forerunner of ſome Diſeaſe. Regard is allo, 


to be had to Perſpiration; which carries off more Matter than 
all the Emunctories beſides: This depends greatly upon Cloath- 


ing, and keeping the Body in equal Warmth, as aſſo upon the. 


Warmth and Moiſture of the Feet: On the other hand, if the 
Feet are dry and cold, and their Pores contracted, it ſhows 
that Perſpiration is ſtopt. Hence if in cald, moiſt, changeable, 
and unequal Weather, as alfo in the vergal and autumnal Sea 
| ſons, the Perſpiration of the Body is greatly diminiſtied, ir de⸗ 
comes languid and ſubject to the reigning Diſeaſes. 1 


As a Man generally takes more Aliment than is peer i to | 


generate Blood and Setum, and the common Excretions are not 
ſufficient to carry off ſuperfluous Humours, extraordinary ones 


ſometimes happen at ſtated Times: Hence the Bleeding Piles and 


Hæmorrhages of the Noſe, as alſo large Sweats, Looſeneſſes, 
Running at the Noſe, Coughs, plentiful Spitting, all which tend 


to promote Health; and if theſe are defective or ſuppteſſed, dan- 


gerous Diſeaſes may ariſe. Wherefore it is highly hazardous to 
ſuppreſs Secretions of this kind: Hence great Paſſions of the 


Mind, eſpecially Terror, which conftringes the ſmall Veſſels, 


very cold Air, and ſudden Refrigerating of the Body, produce 
dangerous Stagnations of the Fluids, and ſudden and capital 
Diſorders in the vital Motions. The ſame may be ſaid of ori- 


_ tical Excretions, if unadviſedly ſtopt; for they not only renew | 


the Diſeaſe, but render it much more dangerous. 

The Practitioner ſhould like wiſe enquire what Diſeaſes the 
Patient has been ſubject to, at what Time, and how cured; for 
it often happens, in the raſh and imprudent Cure of Diſeaſes," 


that terrible and dangerous Symptoms, are produced, and that 
the driving away one Diſeaſe is productive of a much worſe: 


Likewiſe the Patient ſometimes will not. obſerve any Rules, but 
daily committing Errors in the Non-naturals, accumulates the 
morbific Matter afreſh, and contracts a Diſeaſe. 

Sometimes Diſeaſes are ſtrangely complicated, inſomuch chat 
il the Patient was affected with a hypochondriac Paſſion, or a Ca- 
chexy, Scurvy, Debility of the Head, Spitting of Blood, Con- 
ſumption, Piles, Gravel, or Gout; another Diflemper ſuper= 
venes, which requires the utmoſt Prudence, and a ns Me- 
thod of Cure. 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to enquire! whether the Patient is pletho- 
ric, or abounding with bad Humours, or cachochymic; what is 
the State of the Stomach and Inteſtines, whether ſubje& to Erue- 

abe . and — with Coſtiveneſs, and if he be hy- 
B ; pochons 
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6. Of "Enquiries % be made | 
pochendriac; what is the Condition of the Liver ; whether the 
Circulation thro? it be impeded ; whether the Bile is duly ſecret- 
ed; which will appear from the Colour of the Face, and the 
diminiſhed Nutrition of the Body. Moreover, Enquiry muſt 
be made into the State of the Lungs, and whether they are whole 
and ſound; which will appear from the Breathing being eaſy or 
difficult, and the Kind of Spittle which is rejected. Laſtly, 
the Temperies of the Brain and nervous Syſtem is to be exami- 
ned, and determined from the Nature of the Sleep, Affections 
of the Mind, and Diſturbance of the Imagination. TEE "OP: 
Theſe Things being conſidered, we muſt proceed to the Dif- 
eaſe itſelf, as, whether it be common or epidemic; whether the _ 
_ Virulence appears on the Skin in Puſtules, or otherwiſe ; whence 
the Crudity and virulent Nature of the Matter which forms the 
Diſeaſe may chiefly be known; becauſe while it remains on the 
nervous Parts, it produces Anxiety of the Præcordia, Coldneſs 
of the Extremities, reaching te-yomit, Pains of the Head, and 
Back about the firſt Vertebra dd Loe Quickneſs and Hard- 
neſs of the Pulſe, Diſturbance of the Mind, and Difficulty of 
Breathing : But when it is expelled to the Surface of the Body, 
theſe ſeverer Symptoms generally remit, and are in ſome Degree 
appealed. Enquiry muſt likewiſe be made whether the Patient 
was ſeized with a great Proſtration of Strength, and remarkable 
Languor of the Parts; whence the occult Corruption of the Hu- 
mours, commonly called Malignity, may probably be known. 

As. there is no Fever, or other Diſeaſe, which has not ſenſible 
Remiſſions and Intermiſſions of the Symptoms, the Phyſician 
ought to know the State of the natural, vital, and animal Func- 
tions, as well in, as out of the Paroxyſm. For in the Acceſſions, 
Impetus and Strength of the Diſeaſe, when the Motion of the So- 

lids and Fluids are more intenſe and quick, it is neceſſary that all 

Things which increaſe and exaſperate the Motions and Excre- 

tions ſhould be quite omitted ; but on the vacant or intercalary 
Days, when the Fit is off, and all the Motions are weak, eſpe- 
cially the Pulſe, thoſe Things may be uſed which ſerve to move 
and exterminate the peccant Matter: And more&fpecially in the 
Increaſe of Diſeaſes, the animal, vital, and natural Functions are 
to be regarded; becauſe from the Degree of the Diſorder of theſe, 
the Violence of the Diſtemper is to be determine. 

In acute Diſeaſes we may know the Genus and Force of the 
Diſorder, from the Reſpiration, and the Nature and Condition 
of the Pulſe. There is an evident Agreement between the 
Brain and the Heart; -for all Diſegſes of the Brain and Nerves, 
all Aﬀections of the Mind, produce a Change in the Pulſe. 

. Beſides, as no Patient dies without an Inflammation and inter- 
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nal Mortification, and as the Inflammations of the Stomach and 
'Membranes of the Brain are produced eaſily in acute Diſeaſes, 
and as in the chronic the Mortification of the Viſcera put a ſud- 
den Period to Life, the Phyſician ſhould carefully attend to 
theſe fatal Symptoms, in order to manage the Diſeaſe with 
greater LO ee coins 5 B f 

Likewiſe the State of the Prime Jie is carefully to be exa- 
* mined, as whether they are replete with Sordes, whether the Body 
is coſtive or otherwiſe, the Quantity, Quality, and Colour of 
the Exerements ; that the State of the natural Functions may 
be certainly known. -Alfo the Conſiſtence, Nature, Quantity 
and Colour of the Urine ought to be confidered ; from which, 
being compared with other Symptoms, the ſpaſmodic Strictures 
of the internal Parts may be known, and the Increaſe or De- 
creaſe of the preternatural Heat determined, 45 
It will likewiſe be neceſſary to obſerve nicely the Operations 
of the Medicines, and what Changes they produce; whether the 
Force and Vehemence of the Symptoms are mitigated or increaſed, 
or whether nothing of this Kind happens: For Remedies which 
are profitable to ſome Patients, may hurt others; but the Way 
not to be deceived, is to obſerve all the Circumſtances and Ap- 
pearances, which are contained in an accurate Hiſtory of the 
Diſeaſe, otherwiſe Miſtakes may ariſe; the Strength and Opera- 
tions of Medicines being always conditional, according to vari- 
ous Conſtitutions, Places, Seaſons, and other Circumſtances. 
As many acute Diſeaſes areas often cured without Medicines, 
dy the Benefit of Nature, and domeſtic Remedies, as when 
the Patient takes great Quantities of the moſt precious Compoſi- 
tions; it would advance the Knowledge of Phyſic to obſerve all 
their Circumſtances, Time, and Order; and alſo with what Ex- 
 cretions, with what Succeſſions of Symptoms the Diſeaſe ad- 
vances, and is at laſt terminated. For it ſometimes happens that 
Phyſicians are called in, and preſcribe their Arcana, and think, 
they have cured Diſorders thereby, which would have ended by 
the ſole Benefit of Nature. 
Many Diſqſes, and eſpecially Fevers of all Kinds, attack di- 
vers Perſons at önce, and are attended with particular Symptoms, | 
requiring ſometimes one Kind of Management, and ſometimes 
another; therefore the Cauſes of theſe Diſcaſes can be nothing 
elſe, but ſuch as are common to many Men, and equall afl 
them all. The moſt common of theſe is the unhealthy State of 
the Air, which is a Fluid abſolutely neceſſary to the Preſervation 
of Life: wherefore Changes of the Air muſt affect the Tem- 
peries and Conſtitution of the Solids and Fluids, and produce 
preternatural Habits. This is evident / 4 the different Seaſon

But the State of the Air alone is not ſufficient for the Gene- 
rockin. of epidemic Diſeaſes. For it is evident from Obſerva- 
tion, that in the ſame Climate, and ſame Conſtitution of the 
Heavens, a Diſeaſe ſhall infeſt the Inhabitants of one Place, and 
not another; as appears from the Small- pox, Dyſenteries, and 
Miliary Fevers. Wherefore Recourſe muſt be had to the Nature 
of Exhalations from Pools and marſhy Places, which are re- 
| plete with ſulphureous, vitriolic, aluminous, bituminous, ſaline, 
and other Particles; which Variety of Euvia cannot be de- 
monſtrated more plainly than from the Diverſity of Malt Li- 
quors, which, though they are brewed from the ſame Malt and 
Hops, and in the ſame Manner, excepting the Water, won- 
derfully differ in Taſte, Colour, and Virtue. _ 

Regard muſt likewiſe be had to the different Way of Ling, 
and Kinds of Aliment, from whence the Cauſe of Epidemic 
Diſeaſes differ in their Nature, Matter, Texture, Power, and 
Virtue; and affect the Structure and Motion of the Body in a 
preternatural Manner. Theſe Cauſes and concurrent Circum- 
ſtances being known, an epidemic Diſeaſe may be predicted, 
and the beſt Method of Cure be adviſed, This indeed is a dif- 
ficult Taſk, but the Hopes of performing it are not altogether 
to be deſpaired of, eſpecially if ſkilful Phyſicians, well * — 
ed in the Nature of Things, would unite their Counſels, and 
obſerve, in divers Places, every Day in the Vear, the Changes 
of Weather, the different Seaſons, the Diverſity and Shifting 
of the Winds, the State of the Barometers and Thermometers, 
as well as Hygrometers ; determining the Differences of Moi- 
ſture and Dryneſs, Heat and Cold; the Situation of Places, 
the particular Kind of Diet, eſpecially that which coincides 
with epidemic Diſeaſes; what Symptoms theſe are attended with, 
what their common Event is, what Mesic are ſalutary, and

[ ſhall begin with Hemerrhages, and particularly Spittiag of 
Blood, or an Hæmoptyſis; which is a Rejection of florid Blood 
from the Lungs. This ſhould be carefully diſtinguiſhed from IF 
Bloody Spittle, which proeeeds from the Osfephagus,Fauces,and 4 
Noftrils, and is rather brought up by hawking than by coughiag; | 
beſides, it is not ſo copious, is mixt with Phlegm, and is of an 
obſcure. bloody Colour. Likewiſe a true Hemeptyfis may be 

| known from that Spitting of Blood, which proceeds in a ſmaller 
Quantity, from a Diſorder of the Veſſels of the Apera Arteria, 
and is brought up with eee commonly attended with | 
itching, and a ſalt Taſte. An opty/is differs greatly froma = * 
vomiting of Blood, becauſe in the former the Blood is thin, very 5 
florid, arterial, and not brought up without labour and ſtrain- 
ing; whereas in a vomiting of Blood it is brought up without 
coughing, thick, coagulated, and black, and chiefly, proceeds 
from the internal Veins of the Stomach. ' Neither is vomiting 
of Blood of one ſingle Species, but as it differs with regard to 
its Cauſes, for it requires a different Method of Cure. One 
Kind proceeds from a corroding Cauſtic, contained in the 
Stomach, as in Poiſons and violent Emetics; another Sort 
ariſes from an impetuous Motion of the Blood, brought from 
other Parts to the Veſſels of the Stomach, which are eaſily 
burſt, as is the Caſe from a Suppreſſion of the uſual ſan- 
guineous Evacuations : This Kind of Vomiting generally ob- 
ſerves ſome ſtated Periods. N 
In the Kinds of bloody Urine, one proceeds from a rough Stone, 
lacerating the Urethra, or its Veſſels, which is not very common, 
even to nephritic Perſons; and then but a ſmall Quantity of 
Blood is voided. But if it is attended with a violent pern. 
of the Blood, and flows violently to the Kidneys from other 
Parts, it is generally without Mixture, and without any parti- 
cular Complaint or Senſation; and when it ſeparates from the 
Urine, is not red, but of a browniſh yellow Colour. A Diſor- 
der not unlike this attacks Perſons advanced in Years, who are 
full of Blood and Humours, but often without any Danger. 

The Flux of Blood, which ſometimes happens to pregnant 

Women, without any Danger to Health, ought; to be diſtin- 
guiſhed from that which threatens Abortion. If it only 
happens periodically for three or four Months, then it is ſalu- 
tary; but if the Flux be large, and proceeds from the Veſſels 
of the Uterus, it is dangerous both to the Mother and Fetus. 
If the Flux is violent, it ſhews a total Separation of the Se- 
cundines, and that Abortion will follow; if it be moderate, 
the Fetus may be ſaved. If this Flux correſponds with the 
| . Period 
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Period of the Catamenia, and the Os Uter: is cloſed and with- 
out Pain, the Flux does not proceed from thence. 1 
Moreover, a Flux of the Piles or Hemorrhoids is to be well 
diſtinguiſhed from a Dyſentery, ſince they both agree in this, 
chat in each Diſorder the Blood is mixed with the Excrements. 
In the Piles the Blood flows without any Pain, or Spaſms, and 
is ſometimes critical and healthy; on the contrary, a Dyſentery 
is attended with the moſt violent Spaſms and painful Gripes, and 
_ thewhole Body is in high Diſorder; eſpecially if the ſmall Inteſ- 
tines are affected: for then, on the firſt Days there are Vomiting, 
Hiccup, Anxieties of the Præcordia, Loſs of Appetite, and 
great Weakneſs. The White Dyſentery differs little in its Na- 
ture from the red ; in the white, little Blood comes away, but 
great Quantity of Mucus is excreted ; but in the red the Blood 
1s more copious, with ſmall Pieces of Films, or fleſhy Fibres. 
We now come to Pains, of which thoſe of the Head are moſt 
common. If the Head-ach is cauſed by a more impetuous Con- 
geſtion of Blood in the Head, with Heat, Redneſs, and Swelling 
of the Face, and a great Pulſation of the Arteries of the Neck 
and Temples; the Pain and Heat ſometimes extend as far as 
the Bulbs of the Eyes, with Coldneſs of the Extremities. If 
the Head-ach is inveterate, and the Offspring of venereal Con- 
tagion, it is generally more violent in the Night, is fixt to a 
certain Part, and the Skin is often raiſed by a Kind of Swelling. 
Beſides, the Cauſe of a Pain in the Head often lies in the ex- 
ternal Parts of the Skull and Pericranium; for if it is in the 
Membranes of the Brain, it is attended with a Vertigo, Red-. 
neſs of the Eyes, a Stupor, Oblivion, Difficulty of Hearing; 
and even a Palſy, or an Apoplexy precedes or follows it. 
Another Cauſe of the Head-ach is an Effuſion of Serum and 
Blood from the Veſſels into the Sinuoſities of the Bones of the 
Forehead; in this Caſe the Pain is obſtinate, ſharp, fixed, and 
ſituated in the Bottom of the Forehead, and above the Eyes, 
never ceaſing Night or Day. Sometimes the Head is diſordered 
from Crudities in the Stomach, which appear from Belching, 
Inflammations, and Spaſms of the Prime Viz, and the Pain is 
increaſed by flatulent Food, but is leſſened by vomiting and 
evacuating Stomachics. Another Cauſe of Head- ach, but leſs 
known, is the extravaſated Lympha- in the Ventricles of the 
Brain, which ſtagnates and is not carried off by ac camp 
'bulum, or pituitary Gland; in which Caſe the inward Parts of 
the Head are continually in Pain, which cannot more certainly 
be eaſed than by abſtaining from Drink, and taking things 
-which evacuate Serum, or Bluretics, in chachectic and caco- 
chymic Diſorders, | 


The 
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The Heat of the Cardialgia exceeds all others for Sharpneſs. 
Its Seat is the upper Orifice of the Stomach. Sometimes the 
Cauſe of it lies in the Stomach, and is a ſharp, cauſtic Matter, 
as in Caſe of Poiſon; in the bihous Paſſion or Dyſentery it pro- 
ceeds from a very ſharp cauſtic Bile. Another Cardialgia pro- 
ceeds from a Suppreflion of the uſual ſanguineous Evacuations, 
which regurgitate to the nervous Membranes of the Stomach. 
The Cure conſiſts in Bleeding and Cupping : But when it 
proceeds from a ſharp cauſtic Matter, the Pain muſt be ap- 
peaſed by Demulcents, oily temperating Medicines, Aſſes 
Milk, or a ſaturated Infuſion of Camomile Flowers with 
Cream, as alſo abſorbent Powders. A Cardialgia ſhould be 
well diſtinguiſhed from a painful Inflation of the Stomach, 
when it is wonderfully diſtended with Wind, In this Diforder 
the Pain is under the ſpurious Ribs, chiefly on the Left Side, 
and under the Pit of the Stomach towards the Right; the 
Tumor is like a Bladder diſtended with Wind, and is not un- 
common; it brings on a great Difficulty of Breathing with 
Anxiety; it is the greater the more the D:aphragm is thruſt up- 
wards by the diſtended Stomach, and hinders the Expanſion of 
the Lungs. This Diſorder is moſt common to ſucking Infants, 
when the Milk ſtagnates in the Stomach, and being coagulated 
and corrupted is rarified into Wind. It is pretty common to 


hypochondriacal Perſons, eſpecially if they eat too freely, for 


by —__ a great deal of Wind is generated. 
It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh the Pain of the Colic, 


from that of a Stone deſcending by the Ureters; for in the Stone 


of the Kidneys there is a deep preſſing Pain, which ſeems to be 


fixt in the Loins, attended with a little Shivering; it likewiſe _ 
1s accompanied with Vomiting arid Pains in the Belly when 


the Stone is paffing downward through the Ureters ; then 
the pain extends to the Region of the Os Iſcbium, and brings 
on a Stupor of the Thigh of the affected Side: There are 
likewiſe frequent Inclinations to making Water, attended with _ 
a Strangury, and Gravel often comes away. But the Pain of 

the Colic is otherwiſe ; for then the Pain and Gripes are more 
about the Navel, ſhifting from Place to Place, andithe Belly is 
often diſtended with Wind. But it often happens that the 
Colic is nephritic, which may be known from grievous Pains 
in the Belly, Coſtiveneſs, Vomiting, Head-ach, Coldneſs of 
the Extremities, a Stimulus to make Water, till the Fit being 
ended Gravel comes away. The Colic which torments Hypo- 
chondriacs lies in the Hypochondria, and the left Side, is apt to 
ſwell from Wind in the Flexures of the Colon, and this Pain

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| If the Wind is. the Cauſe of the Pain of the Inteſtines, then 
= there is a manifeſt Inflation of the Abdomen, ſometimes ſo great 
=, as to cauſe a Wind Rupture in the Region of the Navel. When 

Perſons are ſubject to this Diſeaſe it proceeds from a haſty Re- 
frigeration of the Abdomen, or the Feet, or from feculent Drink, 
or flatulent Food, eſpecially if cold Liquor is drank after it. As 
many Perſons who are troubled with the Gravel are liable to a 
flatulent Colic, the nephritic Colic is often confounded with it. 
But if the Pain of the Intęſtines is attended with Flatulencies, - 
great Anxiety, and a tenſive Pain of the Back, with Coſtiveneſs 
which returns upon the ſlighteſt Occaſion, and the Face is ca- 
chectic, then the Cauſe of the Diſorder generally lies in the Ji 
cera of the Abdomen, thro' which the Blood does not circulate 
readily and freely, but ſtagnates in the Volume of the Inteſtines, 
and finding no Eri through the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels, conti- 
nues between the Membranes of the Inteſtines, diſtending and 
teazing them; whence proceeds that Colic which is called con- 
vulſive, becaufe the nervous Syſtem is grievouſly afflicted there- 
by. This Stagnation of the Blood, if it proceeds from a Suppreſ- 
ſion of the Hæmorrhoids, produces a violent Pain in the Inteſ-- 
tines, which is ſaid to be hæmorrhoidal; and if it proceeds from 
an Irregularity of the Menſes in Women, the Blood returns 
back to the 3 the Inteſtines, and produces Gripes, 
which are called an hyſteric Colic. Another Kind of Colic is the 
bilious, and is common to Men of choleric Conſtitutions, prone 
to Anger and of great Senſibility. This is generally attended 
with Vomiting, the Head- ach, or a Diarrbœa, and becauſe the 
free Deſcent of the Bile to the Inteſtines is hindered by a ſpaſ- 
modic Conſtriction, it regurgitates to the Habit of Body, and 
produces a yellow Colour in the Face. ao, 
It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh a conyulſive Colic from 
the other Kinds; for it diſturbs the nervous and membraneous 
: Parts of the whole Body, by conſent, in a terrible Manner, in- 
ſomuch that a violent Spaſm is ſpread thro' the whole Syſtem _ 
of Nerves, and then not only the Stomach and Inteſtines are 
drawn upwards and downwards with obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, 
but the Muſcles of the Belly and Navel are drawn inward. 
If the Nerves of the Lungs are affected by.the Violence of the 
Spaſm, the Breathing is very ſhort and difficult, with a ſtrong 
Motion &f the Thorax, When the Diſorder . increaſes the 
Membranes of the Brain and Nerves are affected, whence 
a Vertigo, Scotomia, light Delirium, Watching, and great. 
Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, with a moſt violent 1 2

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Workers in Metal are greatly ſubject to this Diſeaſe,” eſpeci- 


ally thoſe that are concerned in melting Lead, and draw the 


Steams in with their Breath. [Likewiſe the Scorbutic'and Ca- 
chectic are liable to it, as well as thoſe in whom the hæ- 
morrhoidal Flux is ſuppreſſed, or irregular, or who have had 
an Ague imperfectly cured by Aſtringents. Sometimes it pro-— 


ceeds from Worms, or from a Stone in the bilious Ducts. Hence 
we plainly ſee the Fault is not material, moveable, or eaſily cor- 
rected or evacuated, as in the flatulent and bilious Colic, but is 


rather in the nervous membranaceous Parts, which are readily 
brought into theſe ſpaſtie Motions. Sometimes the Card:algia, . 
and convulſive Pain of the Inteſtines, in very ſenſible Bodies, 
proceeds from ſtrong Affections of the Mind, Terror, frequent 
Anger, ſpirituous Liquors, and the like. 33 . 

There are great Miſtakes committed with Regard to the Gout 
and Rheumatiſm. The Pain in both is ſpaſtic, and infeſts the 
membranaceous Parts with Redneſs, Heat, Pain, Swelling, and 


Loſs of Motion; but the arthritic Pain proceeds from a ſharp 


tartareous Serum in the Joints, and the Rheumatiſm is derived 


from a ſerous ſalino-cauſtic Matter, ſituated externally in the 


Membranes of the Muſcles and Ligaments of the Joints. In 
the Gout, the mucous Glands of the Joints and glandulous Li- 
22 contain the arthritic Matter: On the contrary, the 
a e ug. acrid Serum of the Rheumatiſm too plentifully con- 
geſted in the Veſſels from the Blood, is collected between the 
Interſtices of the Membranes and Muſcles. Whence the Rea- 


ſon appears why the Cute of the Rheumatiſm is more eaſy than 


that of the Gout, and why Topics will mitigate the Pains of 
the former, and not of the latter. FF) KEN 
The Gout muſt likewiſe be diſtinguiſhed from venereal Pains ; 
for the.Gout is more violent in the _ the Lues venerea in the 
Night; the Gout has alſo-a febrile Commotion, the other not. 
The Gout has likewiſe ſtated Times, and is exaſperated with 
ſharp Medicines, Mercurials, and the like; whereas the French 
Diſeaſe is mitigated by theſe. There is beſides a peculiar Dif- 
ference between Pains of the Joints, of the Legs or Feet, with 
Tenſion, Stiffneſs, Imbecillity of moving, and raging epidemi- 
cally, and true arthritic Pains. At ſome Times, and in ſome Con- 
ſtitutions of the Air, we frequently meet with Pains in the Legs, 


of which ſome are tenſive, others obtuſe and dull; others pun- 


gent, lying among the Bones of the Tarſus and Metatarſus, with 
Immobility, Stupor, and Rigidity of theſe Parts; which Pain is 
increaſed by Motion. Thoſe are ſubject to it who are bled in 
the Foot, and expoſe themſelves to cold Air, after which comes 
on Weakneſs of the affected Member, and then Pain, which 

| | continues 
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= - \ continues for ſome Months, and is miſtaken for the Gout ; but 
4 XS there is no Fever, nor Swelling, nor Redneſs, nor Heat, neither 

__ in the Joints, nor in the Perigſteum; and therefore cannot be 
called the Gout. - Ft 
Let us now proceed to thoſe convulſius and ſpaſmodic Diſorders, 

- called Coughs. Of theſe are ſeveral Kinds. If the Cauſe of the 
Cauph is in the Lungs, there is a Difficulty of Breathing, which 
is increaſed upon Motion, or Agitation of the Body or Blood; 
likewiſe there is often a ſhrill Voice, or preſſing Pain in the Breaſt 
and a Hoarſeneſs. If it be dry, and continues long, thgre are 
generally hard Tubercles, or Fomicæ, full of Matter, and the 
Cough is conſumptive. But if it be moiſt, and great plenty of 

viſeid Matter is brought up, it is a Sign there is a Collection of 
Matter in the Cavity of the Lungs. In this Diſorder there is a 
Difficulty of lying on the affected Side, and pure Matter, or 
mixt with Blood, is brought up, which leaves no room to doubt 
that the Lungs are affected, 

The Tuſſis Stomachalis, or Stomach Cough, is fometimes moiſt 
and ſometimes dry: If moiſt, a thick and copiousSpittle is brought 
up after Meals, generally with Vomiting ; the Cough is more 
violent after Pectorals and ſweet Things, and is troubleſome in 
a Morning. It is attended with ſpaſmodic and flatulent Diſor- 
ders in the Abdomen, neither do the Excretions by Stogl conti- 

nue regular. In a convulſive or hooping Cough, that is violent 

and dry, the Cauſe is chiefly in the nervous Coats of the Stomach, 

and there is a violent Concuſſion of the whole Thorax with a 
deep Sound; this is greatly increaſed after cold Drink or Acids. 
In this obſtinate Cough the Hypachondria are generally diſor- 
dered, or there is a ſcorbutic and ſalt Diatheſis mixt with the 
Blood; wherefore this Cougb is not unfrequently attended with 
a miliary Fever. If the Matter lurks in the Duodenum, which 

is often the Caſe in intermitting Fevers, eſpecially Tertians, as 
alſo in hypochondriac Patients, then acid Eructations and Fla- 
tulencies manifeſt themſelves, eſpecially in the Paroxyſms after 
Shivering, with a bilious and acid Vomiting. Children re 
frequently troubled with Hooping Coughs, partly becauſe the 
Syſtem of their Nerves is very prone to ſpaſtic Convulſions, and 
partly becauſe acid and bilious Crudities abound in their Stomach - 

and Duodenum. The coughing Fit often ends in Vomiting, 
ſometimes is quite dry, and one would think that they were in 
Danger of being ſtrangled. | . 

The Aſibma is a common Diſeaſe, and has various Cauſes, 
which are variouſly ſeated, and make divers Kinds of this 

Diſeaſe. The common Cauſe is in the Stomach, and then it 


is a flatulent Aſihma; for the Stomach being inflated, _ : 
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the free Play of the Diaphragm, This is frequent in Hypo- 
chondriacs, who have a Weakneſs of the Stomach, from flatulent 
Food, which is mitigated by Vomiting. . A convulſive Aſthma 
is greatly different from that which is humoral or ſanguinens; for 

it is periodical, and comes on at certain Intervals, chiefly in the 
Night; the Breathing is ſometimes ſo difficult, that the Patient 
cannot lie down without Danger of Suffocation. There is often 
a cold Sweat, which continues for twenty Hours and more, and 


brings en a Fainting. A conſtrictive Compreſſion of the Tho- 


rax is generally perceived, which often extends to the Neck. 
This Diſeaſe is generally accompanied with a bad State of the 
Viſcera of the Abdomen, eſpecially of the Liver, whence a Ca- 
chexy ariſes. But if the Aſthma proceeds from a polypous Con- 
cretion in the Veſſels of the Heart, then there is a Palpitation 
of the Heart. Laſtly, the Cauſe of the convulſive and ſuffoca- 
ting Aſthma, is a great Extravaſation of Water in the Cavity 
of the Thorax: Out of the Paroxyſm there is a fixed Pain in the 
Side of the Thorax, where the Water is contained, and the 
Foot of the ſame Side is apt to ſwell, or both; and the Paroxyſm 
is long and violegt, with great Anxiety, but without a Cough, 
and is often fatal. rae . 4 
There is a very notable Difference between a convulſrvue A/ihma 
and a ſuffocating Catarrb; for this is a kind of Palſy affecting 
the Nerves, which ſerve for Reſpiration ; and comes on una- 
wares, with great Anxiety and Wheezing: The Face is ſwelled 
and looks red, and Suffocation is at hand. A convulſive Aſthma 
is a periodical and chronical Diſeaſe; but a ſuffocating Catarrh 
is more properly reckoned an acute Diſeaſe. In this there is 
perceived a conſtant Afflux of Matter, which is wanting in the 
Aſthma; likewiſe a great Loſs of Strength more commonly at- 
tends a ſuffocating Catarrh, than a convulſive Aſthma, A ſuf- 
focating Catarrh is more common to Infants, to the weak, and 
to very old Perſons; eſpecially when Exanthemata are driven 
back, ſuch as the Small-Pox, Meaſles, Tinea Capitis, Achores 
of the Face, the Itch, and the like. OT 
We come now to the Apoplexy, which is like a Syncope, for 
there is in both a Loſs of all the Senſes, and yet there is a re- 
markable Difference; for in this the Pulſe and Breathing are not 
perceptible, the Face is pale, and the Body is cold; but in the 
Apoplexy the Breathing continues, the Face is often red and flo- 
rid, the Pulſe ſtil] beats, and ſometimes very ſtrong. But the 
Difficulty is greater to diſtinguiſh the ſpurious from the true Apo- 
plexy. The ſpurious is frequently an Hyſteric Symptom, and 
proceeds from the Violence of the Spaſms in the Abdomen, in 
which the Blood becoming redundant from the Stagnation of the 
£ 6 : ” Men ſes, 
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Heuſes, is carried to the Brain with Force, ſtops in its Veſſels, and 
intercepts all. Senfe and Motion, except of the Pulfe and Breath. 
It is commonly taken for a Syncope, or an hyſteric Epilepſy; but 
not rightly : It is feldom fatal; for when the Stricture is re- 
Exed, or the Patient is let Blood, it eaſily abates. A true A- 
popfexy is more dangerous, which, from a burſting of the Blood 
or Serum from the Veſſels, is often fatal; likewife the complete 
Apoplexy is to be diſtinguiſhed from the partial; for the for- 
mer proceeds from the burſting of the Veſſels of the Brain, the 
latter from their too great Diſtenſion, and the Stagnation of 
the Blood therein, which frequently induces a Palſy and a De- 
with of the Senſes, but does not kill. | a | 
Fhe Pal is likewiſe to be diſtinguifhed into the true and 
falſe; the former has its Seat in the Brain, or the Beginning of 

the fpinat Marrow, and takes away almoſt all Senſe and Motion. 

But the ſpurious is milder, and has not taken fo deep a Root in 

the Brain, but in fome certain Nerves belonging to particular 

Parts, and only hurts the Senſe and Motion. This is often the 

Confequence of the Colic, and the more grievous cardialgic 

and fpaſmodic AﬀeCtions, eſpecially if there bę. a Stagnation of 

the Blood in a Plethora, and being transferred to the Nerves and 

Muſcles, which move the Hands and Feet, depoſits there a viſcid 

Serum, which, lodging on the nervous'Membranes, induces an + 

Impotence of Motion, the Senſe of Feeling being yet unhurt. 

An Epilepſy muſt be diſtinguiſhed from Convalſions. For in 

the former the Membranes of the Brain are affected, in the lat- 
ter the Membranes and Nerves of the ſpinal Marrow are more 
concerned; nor are the Thumbs fo greatly contracted, though 
the Limbs are very forcibly convulſed. Convulſive Motions 

Hkewiſe greatly affect Boys about fourteen Years old, from vio- 

tent Anger, fudden Terror, ſudden Refrigerating of the Body, 

or Worms; and there is ſuch a ftrange Diſtortion and ſhakin 
of the Limbs, that it is often attributed to Witchcraft. The 

Mind in ſome is likewiſe diſturbed with various Phantaſms, if 

not opportunely and readily cured, which will fometimes come 
on twenty Times a Day, or oftener. The Epilepſy ſeems con- 
nected with certain Phaſes of the Moon, and is not fo frequent 
in Adults, generally ceafing about the Time of Puberty. Laſt- 
ly, a Catalepſy differs from an Apoplexy, beeauſe the former 
comes on ſuddenly, and keeps the Member quite ſtiff, and in 
the fame Poſture, as at the Time of Acceſſion. In both there is 
an Abolition of all the Senſes with a Stupor and Sleep. 
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Of ibe Puls E 3 
T HAT oſcillatory Motion, or Beating of the Arteries, which 
1 we commonly call the Pulſe, is occaſioned by the Blood's 
being firſt thrown into them by a quick, ſtrong Effort of the Left 
Ventricle of the Heart, and then moving on from larger into 
more contracted Veſſels, whereby the Reſiſtance . is more and 
more increaſed, till in their capillary Terminations it becomes 
greateſt of all. In Conſequence of this Reſiſtance, the Arteries are 
diſtended, and this Diſtenſion, or Diaſtole, as ſoon as the diſtend- 
ing Cauſe ceaſes, that is, when the Flux of Blood into them is 
ſuſpended, muſt be ſucceeded by a Contraction, or Syſtole, beeauſe 
the Arteries chiefly through their Elaſticity, but partly by their 
muſcular Contraction, reſtore themſelves; whereby the Blood 
is urged into the venous Syſtem, the ſemilunar Valves at the 
Mouth of the Aorta hindering its Reflux into the Heart. 
With regard to Motion only, there are but four Kinds of Pulſe; 


great and little, quick and flow. When Duickneſs and Greatneſs 
are joined together, it becomes violent; and when it is little and 
ſlow, it is then called a weak Pulſe. The Pulſe is alſo ſaid to be 
frequent and rare, equal and unequal, but theſe are not the eſſen- 


tial Affections of Motion; Frequency and Quickneſs are often 


confounded with each other. 


A Pulſe is ſaid to be hard or ſoft with regard to the Artery, ac- 
cording as it is tenſe, renitent, and hard or flaccid, ſoft or lax ;; for 
the Diſpoſition of the Arteries contributes greatly to the Change 
of the Pulſe; wherefore it ſometimes happens that the Pulſe in 
both Arms is not alike, which is very common in an Hemiplexy. 
Add to theſe, a convul/ive Pulſe, which does not proceed from 
the Blood, but from the State of the Artery, and is known by a 
tremulous ſubſultory Motion, and the Artery ſeems to be drawn 
upwards ; this, in acute Fevers, is a Sign of Death, and is pro- 
perly ſaid to be the Pulſe of dying Perſons, which is likewiſe 
generally unequal and intermitting. 

Agreai Pulſe ſhews a morecopious Afux of Blood to the Heart, 
and from thence into the Arteries. A little Pulſe the contrary. 

If the Weight of a Perſon be 160 Pounds, then 80 of that 
will conſiſt of Fluids. If he be healthy, the Pulſe will beat 70 
Times in a Minute, or about 4200 in an Hour; whence the 
Blood is {aid to circulate three Times in an Hour, and 72 Times 


in-24 Hours. 


The Pulſes of Perſons differ according to the Largeneſs of the 

Heart and Veſſels, the Quantity and Temperies of the Blood, the 

elaſtic Force of the Canals, as alſo with regard to the S, Age, 
Y Vol. „ . Seaſons, 
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Seaſons, Air, Motion, Food, Sleep, Watching, and Paſſions of the 


Mind. The Pulſe is larger and more quick in Men than Wo- 
men; in the b:ilious and ſanguineo-bilious, than the phlegmatic and 
melancholic. Thoſe who are lean, with tenſe Fibres and large Veſ- 
ſels, have a greater and ſtronger Pulſe than thoſe that are obeſe, 
with lax Fibres and ſmall Veſſels; whence they are more heal- 
thy, robuſt, and apt for Labour. In Children the Pulſe is quick 
and ſoft. In Adults greater and more violent. In the old it is 


commonly great, hard, and flow. Labour, Motion, and Exerciſe 


of the Body increaſe the Circulation of theBlood, the Excretioris, 
and particularly Perſpiration; Ręſi renders the Circulation flow 
and weak; intenſe Speaking increaſes the Circulation, and con- 
ſequently renders the Pulſe large and quick. In Fatching the 
Pulſe is more evident, in Sleep more ſlow and languid. After 
drinking hot Things, fuch as Coffee, Tea, or hot Bath Waters, 
as well as after Meals, the Pulſe vibrates more quick. But no- 
thing produces a greater Change in the Pulſe than Afe#tons of 
the Mind; in Terror it is unequal, ſmall, and contracted; in 

oy frequent and great; in Anger quick and hard; in Sadneſs 

ow, ſmall, deep and weak, and in intenſe Study languid and 


weak. | 


With regard to the Air, when after the Predominaney of a 


Theft or South Wind, it becomes North or Ea, the. Pulſe is 


ſtronger and larger; and when the Quickſilver riſes in the Ba- 
rometer. But when the Atmoſphere is denſe, humid, rainy, with a 
long South Wind; as alſo, when the Life is ſedentary, the Sep long, 
and the Seaſon autumnal, the Pulſe is languid and fmall, and the 
Perſpiration decreaſed. In May it is great, and ſometimes vio- 
lent; in the Middle of the Summer quick, but weak; in the Au- 
tumn ſlow, ſoft, and weak; in the Winter hard and great. 

A draſtic Purge and an Emetic render the Pulſe hard, quick, 
and weak, with Loſs of Strength ; Chalybeates and the Bark ren- 
der it great and robuſt, and the Complexion lively. Volatiles 
amplify: and increaſe the Pulſe. Acid and nitrous Remedies refri- 
gerate the Body, and appeaſe the Pulſe. Opiates, and the like, 
render it ſmall and weak, and decreaſe the Elaſticity of the So- 
lids, whereas Things abounding with a friendly Sulphur, increaſe 
the Pulſe and the Strength; but Po:/ons render it ſmall, contract- 
ed, and hard. When the Quantity of the Blood is too great, 
bleeding raiſes the Pulſe; which is alſo rendered violent by Baths, ' 
eſpecially if they are too hot, whence a Palpitation of the Heart, 
and a Pain in the Head. Likewiſe Pediluvia uſed at Bed- time, 


Increaſes the Motion of the Blood: and Arteries. 


An intermitting Pulſe. is, for the moſt Part, full of Danger, 


and often. fatal, though ſometimes it happens otherwiſe, eſpe-

Though in all Fevers there is a frequent Pulſe, _ it is not al-

ways a Sign of a Fever; for in Children and bilious Conflitu- 


tions it is moſtly ſo, as alſo after Bathing and $udorifics, and iti 
Paſſions of the Mind ; likewife after an Epilepſy and Drunken- 
neſs, the Pulſe is always more frequent, even without a Fe- 
ver. Therefore Enquiry ſhould ever be made, whether the 
Frequency of the Pulſe ariſes from any external Cauſe, and 
whether there are any other eſſential Signs of a Fever, as 
Horror, and a Refrigeration of the Extremities, But, which is 
ſeldom taken notice of, the Pulſe is not quick in all Fevers, 
but more renitent and hard than the natural ; and there are few 
Fevers in which the Pulſe is not harder than common, malig- 
nant ſweating Fevers excepted, ſuch as the Sweating Sick- 


neſs, wherein it is andulbus, with the greateſt Loſs of Strength. 


Fevers in general are attended with an univerſal Spaſm of the 
nervous and vaſcular Syſtem, including the 'Tunics of the 
arterial Veſſels, which confiſt of nervous and muſcular Fibres. 
This ſpaſtic Strifure of the Fibres, contracting the capillary 


Veſſels, renders the Pulſe more quick, and heats the Blood 


by Attrition, whence proceeds a Heat. of the Body: 

In the Beginning of a continual Fever, or Fit of an Intermittent, 
the Pulle is generally tenſe, ſmall, and frequent, which in- - 
creaſes in Proportion as it proceeds to the State, when it is 
ſtrong and violent; but in the Decline the Tenſion and Quick- 
nefs remit, and Perſpiration and Sweat begin to ſucceed, If, 
on the critical Days, that is, on the 7th, gth, and 11th, the 
Pulſe: is ſmall and quick, with Horror and Coldneſs of the 
Extremities, or quick and violent, with a thick, watery, and 
thin Urine, it ſhews the Spaſms of the Extremities are inerea- 
ſed, and the Blood forced with Impetuoſity to the Head, 
whence a fatal Phrenſy. The worſt Pulſe is little, frequent, 
and weak, as it ſhews the greateſt Loſs of Strength, and that 
the internal Inflammation is tending to a Mortification, and 
if it is unequal and intermitting withal, it ſhews commonly

In Madneſs, Phrenſy, and Melancholy, it varies greatly, and is 
quick, ſlow, languid, robuſt, or unequal; but the Pulſe in the 
Bead generally beats ſtrongly, with a diſtenſive and lancina- 
ting Pain. In an Epilepſy, Apoplexy, and Hemipleæy, it is hard, 
and frequent, and ſometimes large; but, if in the Palſy, Le- 
thargy, Coma, and Diſpoſition to the Syncope, it is ſoft, rare, 
and languid, and at laſt becomes ſo flender as to be hardly 
perceived, with a cold Sweat, it is fatal. When the Pulſe is 
quick, languid, and unequal, as alſo intermittent, it ſhews a 
alpitation of the Heart, and a convulſzve Aſthma,  _ | 
Before an Hemorrhage the Pulſe is quick, ſmall, and ſome- 
what hard, but when that breaks out, the Quickneſs and 
Largeneſs are increaſed. Spaſmodic, bypochondriac, and hyſteric 
Aﬀettions, Colic, and Gravel Pains, Pains in the Head and ex- 
ternal Parts have a quick hard Pulſe, which, when it begins 
to grow ſoft and large, ſhews the Spaſms are a little appealed, 
and the Motion of the Blood become natural. In a Dyſentery 
the Pulſe is generally frequent and flow ; if, with a Fever, it 
is large. In the Lues Venerea, Scurvy, Cachexy, and Dropſh, 
the Pulſe is languid and weak. 1 
That excellent Phyſician, Celſus, calls the Pulſe res falla- 
ciſſima; and from all that has been ſaid above it may be ab- 
ſerved, that the ſureſt Concluſions are, for the moſt Part, to 
be drawn from the Pulſe, not conſidered abſolutely, but re- 
latively; that is, from a morbid Pulſe compared with itſelf in 
a ſound State, or with itſelf. at different Times in the ſame 
| Diſeaſe; the Phyſician ought ever to make Allowance for Di- 
. verſity of Circumſtances; and not loſe Sight altogether of 
FS bother Signs about the Patient, beſides the Pulſe. |

But though, in 
inflammatory Fevers, attended with this Symptom, we bleed 
with Safety and Advantage; yet there are F evers, in ſome 
Perjods of which we meet with this Pulſe, and then ought to 
be cautious of Bleeding.

The ftronger a Perſon is, the greater is the Danger of Con- 
eretion, if his Blood be at reſt in the Veſſels: And therefore 
thoſe Faintings, which weakly Girls are ſo ſubject to fall 
into = every flight Occaſion, are feldom ſo dangerous, as 
their Blood is in a too diſſolved State, and ſcarce ever, or, at 
leaft, very ſlowly, concretes, though it remain unmoved. 
The Serum of Blood will not turn to Ice, till expoſed to the 
twenty-cighth Degree of Fahrenheit's Thermometer; ſo that 
it requires a greater 5 of Cold than Water; probably 

becauſe it is impregnated with Salts. . 
If Blood be taken away on the firſt Day of the Small- pox, 
it looks well to the Eye; if on the third and fourth, it will 
be covered with an inflammatory Cruſt, becauſe the moſt 
liquid Parts being carried off by the Fever, and the thicker 
Parts more cloſely compacted, the Particles of Blood begin to 
cohere more firmly together: For whilſt there is a large 
Quantity of thin Liquid interpoſed between the thicker Parts, 
the Preſlure of the Veſſels will not change their Figures; but 
when this is carried off, the thicker Parts of the Blood be- 
coming contiguous, will be forcibly compreſſed by the 
Action of the Veſlels, loſe their ſpherical Figure, touch each 
other in many Points, and run into Concretions : For when 
the Veſſels are very ſtrong, ſo as to compreſs their Fluids 
with great Force, the fineſt Part will be carried off, and the 
thicker Parts united by this Compreſſion. 8 8 
All Acids do not coagulate the Blood: The acidulous ines, 
Juices of ripe acid Fruits, Vinegar, Butter-Milt, &c. rather 
diffolve it; but the foſſile Acids prepared from Sea-ſalt, Nitre, 
Sc. coagulate it. Alum, and the various Sorts of Vitriol, 
produce the ſtrongeſt Coagulations. . 
Well rectified Spirit of Wine, applied to the Mouths of the 
bleeding Wounds of divided Veſſels, puts a Stop to the _ 
5 | violent 
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violent Hamar hages by coagulating the Blood. The Serum 
of the Blood itſelf will eee become hard by pouring 
rectified Spirit of Wine upon it. How dangerous, therefore, 

muſt be the frequent Uſe of ſpirituous Liquors. 

No Obſtructions can W be farmed in Canals, through 

which, during the Courſe of Life, the Liquids are carried by 
a perpetual Motion, unleſs the Motion be from a broader O- 

es to a narrower. That Obſtructions may ariſe in conical 
Veſſels, through which the Liquids are moved in a Direction 
leading from the Baſis to the Apex, is certain; for their Par- 
ticles arrive at a narrower Section of the Cone every Moment; 
and that which eaſily paſſed at the Baſis may eaſily ſtick in the 
Extremities of this converging Canal, and then the Liquid 

behind will continually preſs the unpaſſable Maſs into a {ill 
narrower Chanel, and ſo increafe the ObſtruQion : But in the 
Veins, where the Direction of the Motion tends from the A- 
pex of a conical Canal, to its Baſis, an Obſtruction ſeems net 
poſſible, unleſs by the external Compreſſion of the Veſlel ; 
for whatever had paſſed the narrow Orifice of its Vertex, will 
eaſily paſs the other Sections of the Canal, which are conti-

nually growing larger: And though the Particles of the Fluid 


be ſuppoſed to unite into ſtill larger Particles, yet, as theſe are 
not ſupported by the diverging Sides of the Veins, they will 
eaſily be carried on by the Impetus of the ſubſequent Liquid. 
In a Peripneumony, it is a bad Symptom if the Blood 
drawn from a Vein be too dilute, and ſcarce diſpoſed to co- 
agulate; becauſe it ſhews, that the thinner Parts only paſs. 
through the Lungs, while the thick are accumulated. > 
It often happens, that acute inflammatory Diſeaſes of the 

Head ſhall leave behind them an incurable Deafneſs or Blind- 
neſs, during Life; the Reaſon of which is moſt probably this, 
that when the greater Veſſels were obſtructed by the Iaflam- 
mation, the leſter, derived from them, being compreſſed and 
collapſed, were, by this Means, grown together. a 
When in an Apoplexy the Brain ceates to perform its 
Functions, it is ſeldom cured; ſome Defect or other of the 
Functions always remaining, which, for the moſt Part, proves

When the Stomach is diſtended with a large Quantity of 
Meat and Drink, and preſſes the deſcending Trunk of the 
Aorta, the. turgid Face, the red Eyes, the increaſed Pulſa- 
tions, and the quicker Reſpiration, all ſhew the. Quantity of 
Blood to be increaſed: in the upper Parts, and that it flows 
with greater Celerity through the Veſſels: Hense it is that 
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we meet with ſo many Inſtances of Perſons who have died of 
an Apoplex 8 immediately after a full Meal.

The Paſſions of the Mind are capable of very ſuddenly and 
very powerfully increaſing the Contractility of the Solids, I 
have ſeen a Woman in perfect Health, who, upon a ſudden 
Fright, had a Tumour immediately riſe | in her Breaſt, which, 
though very pony treated, hardened into an irreſoluble 
Schirrus. 
Warm Water will loben the hagder Parts of the Body; but 
when turned to Vapour, will more effectually accompliſh this 
Office. The Joint of the Elbow, grown immoveable from 
an Induration of the Ligaments, was rendered entirely flexi- 
ble, in two Months, by being expoſed two Hours every Day 
to the Vapour of warm Water. Where this can be conve- 
niently directed to the Part, it is moſt undoubtedly to be pre- 
ferred to all other Methods. Warm Water dropping from a 
higher Situation on the Part affected, has done Wonders in 
local Diſeaſes ; chronical and ſtubborn Tumours of the Knee

Bleeding often is uſeful in Obſtructions ariſing from the in-

Sea Salt, Sal Gemm, Sal Ammoniac, being muh alike in 
many of their Qualities, have alſo a fimilar Power of attenu- 
ating. The two former, when Fer inwardly, mix; indeed, 
by Urine, in a great Mes, 
ſure unchanged ; for which Reaſon, though they pals through 
moſt of the Veſſels of the Body, yet they undergo no Altera- 
tion from their Action. Now, whatever is taken down; and 
cannot be changed by the Powers of the Body, will conſtantly 


excite a greater Motion by acting as a Stimulant. But Sal 


Ammoniac, which is lighter than the other two; arid more 
tice the native Salts of the Blood, is more capable of being 
changed by the Powers of the Body, and of a very penetfa- 
ting ase; and is therefore generally preferred before the 
reſt, and jalliy commended as one of the greateſt Deobſtru- 
ents, both in acute and chronical Diſeaſes. 

The Action of theſe Salts ſeems to conſiſt in this, that ben 
they are mixed with the Flumeurs, diſſolved, and conveyed to 
the obſtructed Places, from a Kind of hſtant Attrition by 
the Action of the Veſſel againſt the obſtructing Maſs, t they 
divide it by their Weight and Figure, and thereby render it

The Modern Nitre ſeems quite different from that of the An- 
cients; for theirs appears to have been of an alkaline Nature, 
or perhaps it was Sal Ammoniac to which they gave this 
Name.

hended in Fevers, of Pains attaeking the Head, Back, and 
extreme Parts, as they ſeldom fail to diſappear when the Fe- 
ver is at an End; and they are often of a favourable Preſage, 
eſpecially if they coincide with the Time of Concodtion : 
For Example, thoſe of the Temples, Neck, and Eyes, de- 
note an approaching critical Hemorrhage. Wandering Pains 
through all the internal Parts, ſometimes precede Evicuations 
or ſalutary Eruptions. "Thoſe of the Loins are well known 


to precede the menſtrual Flux, Hemorrhoids, and a copious 


Diſcharge of Urine. Violent and continual Pains ' of the 
Head, ſometimes terminate in a Lethargy and a Delirium. 

Intermittent Pains are ever leſs dangerous than thoſe which 
are continual ; as are likewiſe ſuch as /hift their Place, than 
thoſe which are fixed; excepting, however, thoſe which ex- 


ternally affect the Viſcera, which is ſometimes the Caſe in the 


baſtard Pleuriſy, Gout, Rheumatiſm, &c. $ 

It ſhould alſo be remarked, that the Seat of the Pain is not 
always. that of the Diſeaſe: It is well known, that of the 
Head often depends on the bad State of the Stomach ; that 
Obſtructions of the lower Belly frequently excite Pains in the 
Neck and Breaſt ; that an Irritation of the Bladder is felt at the 
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Extremity of the Penis; and that ſome Affections of the Inteſ- 
tines, remote from the Anus, often produce a Teneſmus. 
Tze Method of treating Pains is ſometimes attended with 
great Difficulty, as to diſcerning and attacking the Cauſe of 
them; but Practitioners are for the moſt Part a little Remiſs in 
this Inquiry, contenting themſelves with palliating or appeaſing 
them, till ſuch Time as Nature performs the reſt. Emallients, 
Moiſteners, Reldxants, and Narcotics, are employed in producing 
this Effect; the latter, however, are improper in Suffocations 
and Inflammations, and dangerous where a Gangrene is appre- 
hended. Nor muſt they be adminiftred in the Gout and Rheu- 
matifm,.even externally. ; The three others fall not under the 
like Exceptions, being extremely beneficial in all Sorts of Pains, 
iven internally, or outwardly applied. The Efficacy of the 
. Bark is very conſpicuous in regularly intermitting 
Pains; but herein the Diſcretion of the Phyſician muſt be care- 
fully exerciſed. Rœvulſions, whoſe Buſineſs it is to attract the 
Blood, Humours, and peccant Matter, to ſome other Part, are 
likewiſe much in Uſe, and attended with the happieſt Succeſs: 
They are performed by Evacuation or Irritation; taking away 
Bload, applying Leaches, Cupping- glaſſes, with or without Scari- 
fications, Blifters, and Cauſtics, are the Means chiefly employed. 
The Moxa, a Remedy which has been highly extolled, though 
of late ſo much negleed, may be admitted to great Advantage 
into this Claſs. The like Benefit may be obtained from the 
bare Immerſion of the Feet into warm Water, or from Fridtions 
* Legs. It is ſometimes obſervable, that Diſorders of the 
Head, which proved obſtinate to the moſt powerful Remedies, 
yielded to theſe flight Artifices. After all, it is expedient to 
trace, as far as poſſible, the ſometimes deeply hidden Source of 
Pains; to examine if they do not depend upon ſome local Vice, 
which requires other Helps; if they do not participate of the 
; above- named principal Diſeaſes ; and laſtly, if they do not de- 
mand the Aſſiſtance of Surgery, as ariſing from Luxations, Frac- 

tures, Contuſions, Sprains, Hernias, Sc. E

Beſides, this Diſeaſe attacks all Mankind, of Winne er 
Conltitnting) Sex, or Ape, in all Climates, Yet their Diet 
and Way of Living be what they will. Sometimes it is h.. 
demic, and ſeizes many at a Time, creating great Trouble and 
Labour to the Sons of Æſculapius. Nor is it always a primary 
Diſeaſe, entering the Liſts ſingly, but often the Symptom of 
other Maladies, as a Cachexy, Scurvy, Phthiſis, Lues Venerea, 
Dropſy, and renders them more cruel and dangerous. | 

However, it is not always pernicious to the human Race, 
but ſometimes yanquiſhes its own Cauſe, and ſupervening to 
other Diſeaſes, expels them out of the Body: Thus, Palſies, 
Epilepſies, Convulſions, ſpaſmodic and hypochondriac Af. 
fections have been cured by Fevers. And many Valetudina- 
rians have, by a Fever, been reſtored to a healthful and vi- 
gorous Conſtitution. 

But medicinal Mriters have given ſuch various and n 
Definitions of a Fever, that it is no eaſy Taſkł to determine by 
what Laws theſe ſeemingly n ae are brought about:

The formal or fundamental Caufe 74 a Fever, conſiſts in the 
ſpaſmodic Affection of the whole nervous and fibrous Genus. This 


Fever, viz. a Pain in the Back, more particularly about the 
Loins; a Coldnefs, eſpecially of the extreme Parts; 3 a Shi- 
vering, Shaking, Trembling, a livid Colour of the Nails; 
Subſidence of the Veſſels of the Hands and Feet; a 3 
dry Skin; a Yawning, 2 Stretching; a pale, livid Eoume- 
nance; a trembling and palpitating Motion of the Heart, 
and Anxiety of the Præcordia; difficult Breathing z Inquie- 
tude, Reſtleſſneſs; a Senfation: of an Ebullition of the Blood 
about the Heart; a contracted, weak, fmall Pulſe ; a Nauſea, 
and an Incligation to vomit; a Suppreſſion of Peripiration ; 
Coſtiveneſs, with thin, watry Urine. 
Hence it naturally follows, that whatever has a Power to 
irritate and ſollicit the nervous and vaſcular Syſtem to Spaſms, 
is moſt likely to generate a Fever. To this Claſs belong vio- 
lent Paſſions of the Mind, eſpecially Terror and Auger; a poi- 
ſonous, ſubtle, cauftic Matter, either bred within the Body, 
or received by Infection; a Stoppage of Perſpiration; a Sup- 
preſſion of critical Sweats ; ; Eruptions driven, back; an A- 
bundance of purulent ulcerous Matter adhering to various 
Parts; Aliments over and above acrid and ſnharp; corrupt 
and bilious Crudities lodged in the Prime Vie; exceſſive 
Watching; a violegt Pain and Tenfion of the nervous Parts; 
Inflammations, Tumours and Abſcefles ; hurting the nervous 
Parts by ſharp Inftruments, acrid and corroſive Drugs; Cold 
Baths, and, on the contrary, thoſe that are too hot or aſtringent. 
According to the different Nature of theſe Cauſes, and the 
various Manner of affecting the Nerves, ariſe Fevers of divers 
Kinds; ſome are benign, others malignant; ſome are intermit- 

ting, others continual; ſome are ſimple, others compound; 
others regular or axxomatouss eruptive, ſpotted, putrid, hectic, 
or ſlow. Some admit of an eaſy. Cure, others a difficult; _ 
oon 


a Sediment, and the Strength gradually returns. When theſe

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ſoon terminate, others are protracted a long Fime; and many 
hurry the Patient out of the World. 

Vet, every frequent Syſtiole of the Heart and Arteries diſeo- 
verable by che Pulle, ought not to be called a Fever, For 
theſe may often ariſe from violent bodily Exerciſe; or, from a 
Commotion in the Blood cauſed by hot and ſpirituous Liquors,” 
That 'only which ariſes from internal Cauſes, and is preceded ' 
by Shivering, Shaking, and Coldneſs of the Extreme Parts, is 

operly a Fever: For there is always, as it were, a double 


Motion in a Fever, the one from the Circumference to the 


Centre, or from the external Parts to the internal, the Heart 
and Lungs; the other from the Centre to the Circumference.” 
The firſt Motion is attended with a ſmall, contracted weak 
Pulſe, with an Anxiety of the Præcordia and Difficulty of 


Breathing; the ſecond with an inereaſed Motion of the Arte- 
Ties, a large Pulſe, and Heat extended even to the extreme Parts. 


Theſe two Motions are evidently of a different Nature and 
Efficacy; the fir/t, from the Circumference to the Centre, is not 
only leſs ſalutary, but morbid, +7 iZox3», nay, often fatal. For 
thoſe who die of a Fever, whether continual or intermitting, - 
acute or chronica}, die under the Spaſm, Coldneſs, Chilfteſs, 
Shivering and Shaking, with Convulſions of the external Parts; 
becauſe the Heart, Lungs and Brain are at that Time more 
oppreſſed with the internal Congeſtion of Blood, which by 
reaſon of Weakneſs they are not able to repel. The other 
Motion from the internal Parts, from the Centre to the Cir- 
cumference and minute Veſſels, is even medicinal, preſervatory, 
ſalutary, and vital; for, under this, and by this, the morbid 
Matter exeiting the febrile Spaſm, is corrected, diſcuſſed, and 
expelled, and A the Fever terminates. | SIE 

In reality, the Cauſe of the febrile Motion is an univerſal 
Spaſm; and that Motion never ceaſes till the Spaſm is reſolved. 
Ihe Signs of its being reſolved are, a free Perſpiration, and a 
breathing Sweat; the Pulſe, which before was hard, impetuous + 
and quick, becomes ſoft, moderate and flow; the Urine lets fall

appear all together, they declare the Solution of the Diſeaſe, and 
are called the Criſis; becauſe the Phyſician is enabled by them 
to pronounce of the Diſeaſe. The Ancients ſaid, a Fever was a 
Struggle with the Diſeaſe; becauſe, if the Spaſm, which forces the 
Fluids to the inward Parts, is ſtronger than the Heart and Ar- 


teries, driving them outwardly, the Diſeaſe is Victor, and 


Death enſues. But, if the retrogade Motion, cauſed by the 
Spaſm, is overcome by the vital Syſtole of the Heart and Ar- 
teries, thruſting the Blood outwardly, the Diſeaſe is expelled,

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41 the Health, returns; which Victory happens, after this 
Struggle, on certain Days, generally relative to the ſeptenary 
Number ; which are hence called eritical. Days, on Which the 
Phyfician can judge what will be the Event of the Diſeaſe. 1 

So that, to ſpeak in plain Terms, a Fever is a real Effort of 5 
Nature to rid, ĩtſelf of ſomething noxious... When there is any 
how ſuch a Quality or Condition introduced into the Habit of 
the Body, as would terminate in the Deſtruction of the Animal, 
if the er was not removed; in that Caſe, Nature, that is 
the vital Principle, raiſes a Fever, by which the peccant Mat- 
tet may be attenuated, comminuted, or otherwiſe changed, and 
aſſimilated to the ſound Juices; or, if that cannot be, that it 
may be fitted for Expulſion, whether by Sweat, which is moſt 
frequent, or by Urine, Stool, V omitingy Hemorrhages or per- 
haps by inſenſible Perſpiration. [18 

A Fever, then, is to be conſidered as 800d in its own Nature; 
and though they often are fatal, yet it is more than probable, 
that if our Bodies were not aſſiſted with à Power of exciting 
them on proper Exigencies of the Conſtitution, very few of the 
Human Species would ſurvive the State of Infanex. 

Ide ineffable Wiſdom of Divine Providence, therefore, can- 
not ſufficiently be admired, which has endowed the animal Ma- 
chine of our Bodies with d wonderful Power and Faculties, 
that a Diſeaſe, which ſeldom happens without Detriment to 
the Functions and Danger of Life and Health, ſhould have 
ſuch a Tendency to deſtroy itſelf, and be its o-π Remedy. 
Then, ſince Nature is the Phyſician, it is a pernicious Practice 
imprudently to ſuſpend, ſuppreſs, or deſtroy the Febrile Mo- 
tions which have a tendency to Health. Her Intention ought 

rather to be promoted, which is by an increaſed, progreſſive 
Motion of the Fluids, to correct, reſolve, and, at length, to 
expel the morbific Matter. And, this is beſt performed by 
diluting, moiſtening, attemperating, aperient, cotrobotating 
and nitrous: Medicines; as alſo by thoſe, which, in the Time 
of the Intermiſſion, Special tend to promote the proper Ex- 
cretions 

But, it is neceſſary to obſerve, that Boer baave, ind other Phy- 
ſicians of the firſt Claſs, will not allow Spaſms to be the, Cauſe - 

of this feby ile Struggle; but a Lentor of the Blood, which, ſtag- 
- nating in the capillary Veſſels, occaſions, by the Reſiſtance, a” 
quicker Contraction of the Heart, a natural vital Effort, ex- 
cited to prevent the Deſtruction of the animal Machine, by re- 
moving the Obſtacle to the Circulation. This quicker, Con- 
traction of the Heart will cauſe a greater Influx of the nervous 
F luid inio the Muſcles, Blood Vellels, and Cayities of the Heart,

If the Suppreſſion of Perſpiration be conſiderable, and the Fi- 
bres ſtrong and tenſe, the Blood much in Quantity, and very

If, to tenſe Fibres, and much viſcid, denſe Blood, a great 
Quantity of Wine or other ſtimulating Liquors be added, both 
the Quantity and Velocity of the Blood may be ſo greatly in- 
creaſed, as to bring on a dangerous acute Fever, which too often 


follows drunken Debauches. From the Concutrence of two,

As to Intermittents, his Opinion is much the ine a8 Drer- 
Joave s; and, even in nervous Fevers he ſuppoſes a Kind of Len- 
tor, or Ropineſs in the Humours, as the proximate Cauſe of 
that Diſeaſe, which ſubſiſts chiefly. in the ſerous and lymphatie 
Veſſels, whence few animal Spirits are genetated, and thoſe top 

irregularly ſecreted and diſtributed. As this State of the Fluids 
- will occaſion Obſtructions, the flagnont Lymph will grow more 
and more acrimonious,' and. ſo produce a Fever; for all Hu- 
mours of the Body grow more and more corroſive the longer 
they ſtagnate. Hence he concludes, the Seat of theſe Fevers is 
in ik ultima V aſcula, or the ſerous and lymphatic ARG 
and, perhaps, i in the very Origin of the Nerves. 
- . Gelchrift, in his Med. Eſſays, accounts for Intermittents "IP a 
Lentor, and Acrimony; for he ſuppoſes Acrimony to be ſufficient 
to bring on a Fever of this Kind, by giving an univerſal Stimu- 
lus... And from this Cauſe, though the Veſſels are in a collap- 
ſed State, through a Defect of the Fluids, yet be thinks, . 
may be an univerſal Spaſm or Stricture of the nervous Parts; and 
that this is not inconſiſtent with a great muſcular Relaxation. j 

The highly putrid, malignant, and petechial or ſpotted Fevers, 
Huxham ſuppoſes many Fimes proceed from an antecedent 
Acrimony in the Blood, agitated by the ſupervening Fever; yet 
generally, the peſtilential and petechial Fevers have their Origin 
from Contagion. Hofman aſſerts, that the poiſortbus Vapour 
from whence: theſe Fevers have their Riſe, inſtantly pervades the 
inward and nervous Parts of the Brain, and there corrupts the 
animal Spirits; which is evident from the natural, vital, and 

animal Powers immediately becoming languid, while the Craſis 
of the Blood and Humours, as yet, continue unhurt, though a pu- 
trid Fermentation is afterwards ſucceſſively induced into them all. 

But, in order to gain a more diſtin& Notion of the ſeveral 
Kinds of Fevers, it will be convenient to give ſome Account of 
each, and their Difference from each other. 

The moſt ſimple Kind of Fevers is the Ephemera, which ge- 
nerally terminates by an increaſed Perſpiration, in twenty-four 
Hours. Another Kind is the Synochus or continual Fever; it 
begins with a flight Chilneſs and Shivering, and the Symptoms 
have little or no Remiſſion. It uſually comes on early in the 

Morning, and terminates on the fourth or ſeventh Day, by bleed- 
ing at the Noſe or profuſe Sweats. A Cauſus, or burning Fever, is 
attended with a Burning ; and, as it were, an igneous Heat of 
the whole Body, as alſo unquenchable Thirſt, and a dry, chapped, 
black. Tongue, which are the Pathognomonic Signs of this Diſeaſe.

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An inflammatary Fever has a natural-Tendency to a Sphacelus 
I een. A malignant or ſpotted Fever owes its Riſe 
to Infection. It particularly affects the 'Lympha and nervous 
Fluid; and is attended with ſudden Loſs of Strength, ſuc- 
ceeded by perpetual Watching, which is the Forerunner 24 
Perturbation of Mind. There are likewiſe red, purple, 2 
ſometimes white Spots, which have a threatening Aſpect. A c@- 
tarrhal Fever is free from. | theſe,  and- is.cauſed 8 a jalines 
eroding Quality of the Serum, accompanied with a Defluxiony 
2 Running at the Noſe, a Hoarſeneſs, a Senſe of Fulnels in 
the Breaſt, and a Sort of an eryſipelatous Heat in the Fauces 
and Windpipe; e ſometimes an epidemic, malignant, 
catarrhal Fever may Rn 
There is another, which Hoffman calls a Meſenteric Fever, 
generally miſtaken for the former, but is neither epidemic, nor 
Contagious, nor petechial, nor ſuddenly fatal, and generall 
continues longer than twenty-one Days; it is attended with 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, thin Urine with little Sediment; 
frequent Coughing, and a ſmall Excretion of crude Matter; 
a Rednefs and Pain in the Fauces; a Loathing of Food; 3 
Want of Thirſt, with uncertain Exacerbations. This ſeems 
to be a-Kin to the nervous Fever, in which the Patients at firſt 
ſeem languid and uneaſy, without: any, Marks of an evident 
Diſcaſe: hey have Wearineſs and flying Pains; a Dryneſs 
than Deſire of much Drink; they often in a Day find them- 
ſelves giddy, make pale Urine, are greatly diſpirited and 
anxious, without being able to aſſign any Reaſon for it. 
They have often tranhent Chilneſles, the Pulſe at the ſame 
time being low, quick and unequal; they have ſometimes 
cold, clammy Sweats, Riſings in the Throat, and the like, 
As for miliary, variolous, morbillous and petechial Feuers, they 
may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed from each other. In a petechial or 
ſpotted Fever, the Spots do not riſe up, nor render the Skin 
rough, nor break out with Chilneſs, flying Heat, Itching and 
Heat in the Skin, and a great Oppreſſion in the Breaſt, as in 
the miliary Fever both purple and white, which likewiſe are 
evident both to the Sight and Touch. The Spots of the Small- 
pox appear on the fourth Day, in the petechial Fever not till 
the ſeventh, and then without riſing and Suppuration. The 
Meaſles are larger, with a ſmall Elevation. The Small-pox 
and Meaſles on the firſt Day are hardly diſtinguiſhable, but 
eaſily on the ſecond, becauſe then the Small-pox begins to 
riſe. The Chicken-Pox ſhews itſelf in large Velicles, and the

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With regard to intermitting Fevers, a . we ne from 
a continual Qꝛiatidian, ſuch as catarrhal Feuers generally are, 
becauſe in the latter there is only an Exacerbation and Remiſſion 
every Day, but not a dmblet Anderton ; the Exacerbations 
of catarrhal Fevers are towards the Evening; and in this they 
differ from the flow and hectic, in which they commonly hap- 
pen in a Morning. In a double Tertian the Fits come on every 
Day, but at differarge Times of the Day; that is, if on the firſt 
Day, the Acceffion is at Five in the Afternoon; on the Third, 
itwill obſerve the fame Hour; and if on the ſecond Day the Fit 
begins at Nine in the Morning, on the fourth it will do the ſame. 
A fample Tertian happens every other Day; this is divided into 
the legitimate and ſpurious, In the firſt, the Shaking is ſucceed- 
ed by Heat, Thirſt, and a Pain in the Head, and ends in about 
ten — : The Urine is of a flame Colour; in the ſecond, 
the Heat is not ſo remarkable; it continues twenty Hours 
and longer; the Urine is turbid, but not high- coloured; 
when the Fit is ended there remains a great Languor and Laſ- 
ſitude of the Joints, with Want of Appetite.

The Quartan has two Fits in four Days; it is ſpurtous if it 
does not obſerve the uſual Times of Tnvation, which are in the 
Afternoon and Evening, It is ſaid to be continual, if there is 
not a perfect Intermiſſion between the Fits, with a Languor of 
the Body, a gentle but preternatural Heat, and a quick Pulte. 
A hectic Fever ſupervenes to a Dropſy, Conſumption, Atro- 
phy, and ſcorbutic Cachexy : If it has its Riſe from Apoſtems 
of the Viſcera or Maſentery, or from the Corruption, Putrefac- 
tion, or Induration of the meſenteric Glands, it is incurable.

A * is meant by hyficians to ſignify that Tes or 
Shaking of the whole Body, which arifes from a Senſation of 
Cold; as when a Perfon, being warm, ſuddenly expoſes hin 
ſelf to the cold Air: And this Symptom attends — F ever 
which ariſes from internal Cauſes. 

To denominate a Fever acute, the Rule is, that its Cwift Ad- 
vance be attended with Danger; but the ow Fever is fo called 
from its fmall Advance, whether Life be m Danger or not. 
Nor is the Quartan an Exception, ſince it hardly ever proves 
fatal, unleſs by ſome Error in the Patient or Phyſician, and 
ought, therefore, to he ranked among Diſeaſes of a long Con- 
einuance, as well as a Hectie Fever, from whence very few 
eſcape.

Phyſicians, that à Fever often moſt happily cures itſelf, pro- 
vided. it be kept under à due Regulation, and moderate Be- 
he A Fever may terminate in Health two Ways: as when the 
morbific Matter is ſo changed by the Force of the Fever itſelf, 

that being affimilated with the healthy Humours, it may be 
freely carried through the Veſſels, without any Diſturbance to 
the equable Circulation; or elſe, the fame morbific Matter be- 
ing ſubdued, fo as to have a pervious Paſſage, is then expelled

All Perſons grow deaf and ſtupid towards the End of the 
Diſeaſe, and if the Deafneſs ends in an Impoſthume of the 
Ear, or when a Parotis ſuppurates, or à large puſtular Eruption 
breaks out about the Lips and Noſe, they are good Symptoms.

nual Anxiety, Care, Fear, Diſcouragement, or other enerva- 
ting Paſſions, together with Irregularities of Diet and Manner 
of Living, which cauſe a bad State of the Fluids, as well as a 
depreſſed State of Mind. To which Manningbam adds, Watch- 
ings, intenſe Thought and Study, taking Cold, undue and 
rofuſe Evacuations, or whatever vitiates or impoveriſhes the 
HJurbam obſerves, that it commonly attacks Perſons of weak 
. Nerves, a lax Habit of Body, poor and thin Blood, who have 
| -uſed-vapid,” impure Drinks, or have been long confined in 
damp, foul Air; that have broken the Vigour of their Con- 
ſtitutions by Salivations, frequent Purgings, immoderate Ve- 
nery, c. Whence he concludes, that the Diſeaſe ariſes from 
- a too relaxed State of the Solids, a poor, weak Blood, with a 
Tenor and Vapidity of the lymphatic and nervous Juices. 
Silabriſt formerly thought, from the Diſeaſes he had then 
obſerved, that the Cauſe conſiſted in a Lentor chiefly; but he is 
now of Opinion they have plain Signs of Acrimony; and that 
Acrimony is a Cauſe ſufficient to bring on a Fever of this Kind, 
by giving an univerſal Stimulus. A general Conftriftion, ſays he, 
from this Cauſe, will, by forcing the Blood inwards, occaſion 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, Lowneſs, Faintneſs, Oppreſſion, 
and an inward Struggle, the ſpecial Characteriſtics of the Fever, 
which it bas in common with other Species, but in a more re- 
markable Degree. Nay, this Conſtriction and Acrimony may 
bring on a particular Stagnation or Obſtruction, which by their 
Weight and Eroſion may cauſe a Burſting of the Veſſels; and 
hence will ariſe Hæmorrhages and bloody Excretions; which 
may be partly critical and partly ſymptomatical. Beſides a ge- 
neral Conſtriction of thoſe Parts which are endowed with a 
greater contractile Power, will neceſſarily throw the F 2 . 
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thoſe that are weakeſt, ſuch as the ſmaller Order of Veſſels 
many of the Organs and Liſcera, but eſpecially the Brain, and 
the whole Syſtem of the Membranes and Glands.

ſoft and diſpoſed for Excretions; then Anajeptice, Medicines 

that ſtimulate; and, if there is Oecaſion, Bezoardics, and Things 
that promote Perſpiration; as alſo the Infuſion of Noronica, Scor- 
dium and Liquorice, drank as Tea, are likely to do the greateſt 
Service. And becauſe a Diarrhæas frequently carries off the

When there is 100 great an enteral and external Heat, wh.

On the other hand, when the Diſpo- 
ſition is luggiſh, phlegmatic, and timorous, the Heat very mild,

There is no Evacuation fo 8 as bleeding at the Noſe; 

for then there is a Congeſtion of Blood in the Head from the 

Spaſms of the lower Parts. However, if the Flux of Blood is 

moderate, and the Body abounds with it, inſtead of being hurt · 

ful, it will relieve the Head, though this ſeldom happens. When 

there are a few Drops only without Alleviation, they portend a 

Delirium and an Inflammation of the Fauces : But when the 

Flux is copious, the Strength will diminiſh, and the Eruptionsre- 
turn inwards not without Danger.

T E true ſpotted Fevers are very malignant, contagious, aud 
detrimental to the Head and Strength, attended with Spors 
of various Colours, ariſing from a Corruption of the vital Fluids, 
and-a-putrid Diſſolution conſequent thereupon... $5 hg 
Theſe petechial. Feuers eee e called malignant, or poi- 
ſeonous, as they generally proceed from a moſt ſubtle, active, vi- 
rulent Vapour, or Miqſma, which is infectious, from a noxious 
Steam ariſing from the Body of the Patient. At firſt they often 
ſeem mild and gentle, and have the Appearance of catarrhal 
Fevers ; but they ſoon exert their virulent Effects in a moſt 
fatal Manner.

The 2 Ratio of theſe pernicious Fevers conſiſts in the 
Nat iflolution, or Colliquation of the Blood and vital 
Fluids, eſpecially of that highly elaſtic, fine Fluid, which is 
contained in the Blood, and ſeparated in the Brain and ſpinal 
Marrow, by which it is diſtrihuted by the Nerves to all the 
Body, endued with Senſe and Motion, for it greatly vitiates 
and defiles this Liquid. However, ſuch is the Nature and 
Power of that poiſonous Vapour, by which ſound Bodies are 
infected, that it not only induces a putrid Fermentation into 
the Blood and other Fluids, but acts immediately on the in- 
ward and nervous Parts of the Brain, which it corrupts, and 
2 a Languor in the vital and animal Powers, while the 
State of the Bleod and Humours remain free from Corrup- 
This violent Vapour enters the Body by the Noſtrils, Faz- 
ces, and Bronchia; for the Nerves of the firſt and fecond Con- 
jugation are no Where fo expoſed as in the Cavity of the 
Noſtrils; whence it immediately reaches the Nerves in the 
Brain, and renders the Patient light-headed, with a Dulneſs 
the Head, a Loſs of Strength, and a vertiginous Affection. 
It likewiſe mixes with the Sa/zva, deſcends into the Stomachgy 
which is a nervous Part, and there takes up its principal] Re- 
ſidenee; whence the bad Symptoms generally appear firſt in 
the Stomach and Pracordia, with a Nauſea, and Inclination 
to vomit, as alſo a Diarrhea with Gripes, or a Coſtiveneſs, 
with loathing of Food, Anxiety of the Præcordia, and watery 
Eructations from the Stomach.

may be managed with as great Certainty as any other Medi- 
eine whatever. I have been led to this. Way of Thinking, 
from the Advantage of Dr. James s Powders in Fevers of this 
Kindz the Virtue of which, I am fully perſuaded, does not 
conſiſt in the Evacuations alone, but in changing the Acri- 
mony into a Tertium quid, and thereby rendering it fit to be 
expelled from the Body. I have had the ſtrongeſt Proof of its 
Succeſs upon theſe Oecaſions. Beſides, it is well known, 
that the learned Body of Phyſicians at Edinburgh have taken a 
Preparation of Antimony into their Diſpenſatory, whoſe. ad- 
mirable Certainty in the Cure of bloody Fluxes is now ſuffi- 
ciently known. And if Phyſicians would make Experiments 
of this Kind, in a cautious Manner, it would ſerve to wreſt 
the Practice of Phyſic out of the Hands of Quacks, with 
Vvhom this opulent City is over- run 
Upon the whole, it will be proper to add what Hoffmann af- 
ſerts, that he has been a Practitioner forty-ſix Years, and has 
obſerved this Fever to go off ſeldom by a Sweat, or Hemorrhage, 
but frequently by a Diarrhe&a, on the ſeventh, ninth, or 
eleventh Day, and that there is nothing more pernicious than 
for a Patient to be troubled with a Diarrhœa about the Begin- 
ning, or to. ſtop a Flux of the Belly, when it is critical; 
therefore the Flux is to be promoted on critical Days, from 
the ſeventh to the fourteenth, and not before; and that there 
is nothing worſe than Purges, which act by a cauſtic Quality, 
even not excepting Senna. But Manna and Cream of Tartar

are beneficial, given in a ſufficient Doſe. 
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From a Journal of the Writings of moſt Authors, ancient 
and modern, who have treated of malignant Fevers, it will be 


a very difficult Matter to form a juſt Notion of this Diſeaſe, 


The Truth is, they abound with ſuch diſcordant, and obſcure 
Accounts of it, that all we can make out from them ſeems to 
amount to no more, than that the Nature of a malignant Fe- 
ver may ſtill paſs for a Problem unſol ve. 

| Nevertheleſs, I cannot think it a Matter very extraordina 
difficult to form an adequate Notion of it, and to delineat 
its Character, provided a due Attention be given to the Phæ- 
nomena which it preſents. However abſurd the Term Mu. 
lignity may really be, we are yet neceſſitated to adopt it, or 


riſque the Cenſure of aboliſhing a Cuſtom which its Antiquity 


has rendered reſpectable; and thus we are continually miak- 
ing a ſcandalous Uſe of it, applying it not only to Fevers, 


accompanied with alarming Symptoms, but even to ſuch as 


Have degenerated through a wrong Treatment. SyDpRERHAM 
was not, perhaps, much wide of the Mark, when he pro- 
nounced that the Word Malignity, as relative to Diſeaſes, had 
been more fatal to Mankind, than the Invention of Gun- 
owder. Thoſe who firſt introduced it, applied it to thoſe 
Peters only, wherein Nature ſeems, to'be oppreſſed, and the 
State of the Pulſe and of the Symptoms are not anſwerable to 
the Violence of the Diſorder; guaſi clanculariar vitæ firue#et 
infidias ; accordingly We are taught, by daily Experience, 
that Death comes on in this Kind of Fever, when leaſt ex- 
pected. It is, however, a miſtaken Notion, that all malignant 
Fevers are of this Character. The Progreſs of ſome of them 
is regular and open, without any fallacious Symptoms, as of 
that denominated Caſtrenſis vel Hungarica, and in ſeveral others 
ſufficiently manifeſted by the Degree of the Heat, the Velo- 
city of the Pulſe,” and the Violence of the Symptoms; and 
theſe Fevers ought not to be, as they have been, by ſome 
Writers of the firſt Rank, confounded with the ardent Fever,

Andin a Trea- 
fiſe on the Plague, publiſhed at Peterſburgh, in 3750, we are 
told, that in the French Franſlation of the Philybical 7 rang 
actions for the Year 1732, it is ſaid, that Mr. Anand inform- 
ed the Academy of Surgery at Paris, that Mr. Ruſhworth, 
Surgeon, had vrirote to Sir Hans Slane, that when he was 
Surgeon to a Ship in 1694, he had cured ſome Men ill of the 
malignant Fever, attended with peſtilential Buboes, by Means 
of the Peruvian Park. Huxhan has recommended a Tifcture

There is one thing to be obſerved with reſpect to malig- 
nant Fevers, which is, that if ever they appear in a large

Purging, and the œdematous Swellings are large, a Gangrene 
and Death are moſt Times the-Confequence, 
Putrid malignant Fevers, attended with Eruptions, are 
taken Notice of by Hippocrates and other ancient Authors: 
But whether they meant that particular Sort of Eruption 
Which we now call Petechiæ, is uncertain, as their Deſcrip- 
tions are not clear enough to diſtinguiſh them from the Mi- 
liary and other Kinds, But fince about the Year 1500, we 
have had many accurate Accounts of Fevers of this. Kind, 
which have appeared in different Parts of the World. From 
all which it appears, that ſuch Fevers take their Riſe, either 
from ſome antecedent Acrimony of the Blood, or, what is 
more frequently, from ſome Source of Corruption or Conta-

gion; from the Uſe of putreſcent animal Food, and a Want of 


freſh Vegetables and aceſcent Liquors; from the putrid Steams 
of corrupting animal Subſtances; from the moiſt putrid Vapour 
of low marſhy Places in Summer, where there is ſtagnating 
Water, which corrupts by Heat; from the foul Air of crowd- 
ed Hoſpitals, Gaols, and Ships, or any ſuch like Cauſes. 


_ - When once this Fever js begun, it is obſerved to be of a a 


contagious Nature, and, 'if proper. Care is not taken, to affect 
thoſe who attend the Sick, or who liye in the ſame Room, or 
breathe the ſame Air with them, I

1 Fever is a moſt acute one, ariſing from a poifon+ 
* > ous Miaſma, brought from Eaſtern Countries; and unleſs 

it is immediately expelled out of the Body by the Strength of 
the vital Motions, by Buboes and Carbundles, it is fatal. 
It differs from other contagious, malignant, and eruptive Fe- 
vers, becauſe it is the moſt acute, for it ſometimes kills on the 
firſt, and ſometimes on the ſecond Day. Befides, in our Cli- 
mate, it is not epidemic nor ſpotadic, from a bad Way of Living, 
or unhealthful Air, but happens when it is moſt ſalutary, from 
Contagion alone. There is ſomething very ſingular in this in- 
fectious Miaſma; for though it is apt to ſpread at a ſtrange rate, 
yet it will abate by intenſe Cold, and be plainly extinguiſhed ; 
| Wherefore in a cold Seaſon, and very cold Countries, it either 
does not appear at all, or in a very mild Degree; whereas, if 
the Climate is hot, it is not only moſt vehement, but moſt 
In this, as in all other contagious Diſeaſes, the venomous 
Miaſina is ſwallowed up with the Air, and inſinuates itſelf into 
the-/alival Juice, where its Tragedy is firſt acted; whence it 
aſſaults the Head, Brain, Nerves, and Animal Spirits, producing 
a Torpor in the Head, a Heavineſs, a Sleepineſs, a violent Pain, 
a Stupor of the Senſes, a Forgetfulneſs, Inquietude, Watching, 
and Loſs of Strength. From the Fauces it proceeds to the Sto- 
mach, creating Loathing of Food, Nauſea, Anxiety of the Pre- 
cordia, a Cardialgia, attended with Fainting, reaching to vomit, 
and Vomiting itſelf, Hence it proceeds to the Membranes of the 
Spinal Marrow, and the Coats of theArteries, producing Horrors, 
a languid, ſmall, contracted, quick Pulſe, and even Fainting, 
All which are generally Signs and Symptoms of the Plague, 
which are of a mbre violent and quick Operation, in Proportion 
to the Virulence of the peſtilential Miaſima. 2 * 

Thucydides, in his Account of the Peloponneſian War, has 
given us a Deſcription of the Attic Peſtilence. This Year,. 
ſays he, was acknowledged to be free from all other Diſeaſes, 

for if any one was ill of any other Diſorder, he immediately 
fell into this. Some at firſt complained of extraordinary Heats 
in the Head, Redneſs, and Inflammations of the Eyes, and of 

the internal Parts; the Fauces and Tongue were immediate] 
bloody; the Breatbing difficult and very offenſive; to theſe ſuc- 
 ceeded Sneezing and Hoarſeneſs, laborious Breathing, and a vio- 
lent Cough, If it reached the Heart, it quite oppreſſed it; the 
N | e Stools

Stools were bilious, with great Weakneſs, To many there hap- 
pened a Hiccup, and violent Convulſions, which laſted with ſome 
a long while. The Body outwardly was not” very hot to the 
Touch, nor pale, but reddiſh, livid, abounding with Puſtules and 
Ulcers. The internal Parts were ſo exceeding hot, that they 
could not bear even a Sheet upon them; ſome threw themſelves 
into cold Water, or into Wells, and had an inexhauſtable Thirſty . 
ſome had a perpetual Watchfulneſs, yet the Body did not 'waſte 
away. Some died on the ſeventh and ninth Days of internal 
Heat, while there was ſome Strength yet remaining; but if they 
eſcaped, the Diſeaſe removed into the Belly, with Ulcerations, 
and an immoderate Diarrhea; many died of mere Weakneſs. 
Though in the Beginning the Seat of the Diſeaſe was chiefly in 
the Head, yet it pervaded the whole Body; if they eſcaped the 
former, great Diſorders would happen in the extreme Parts. 
Many of theſe eſcaped, and ſome with loſing their Eyes. Some 
likewiſe were ſeized with a Forgetfulneſs of all Phings, and 
neither knew themſelves nor their Friends. Many periſhed out 
of mere Negligence, but ſome were cured. Yet there was no 
| Remedy found out which was conſtantly uſeful.” It was a 
miſerable thing to ſee the Dejection of Mind which Patients 
fell into as ſoon as they were taken ill, for they often ran into 
Deſpair. | * . $97 
All Plagues are not of the ſame Nature, but vary according 
to different Conſtitutions and Circumſtances. Thoſe who have 
written of the Plague univerſally agree, that ſpongy and porous 
Bodies, of an obeſe Habit, of a ſanguine and phlegmatico-ſan- 
uine Conſtitution, Women, young Perſons, and Children, 
| Perſons of a timid Diſpoſition, that are poor, live hard, or are 
given to Luxury, and fit up late at Nights, are more apt to be - 
afflicted with this Diſeaſe, than the ſtrong and intrepid, lean, 
nervous, indued with large Veſſels, Men, old Perſons, obnoxious . 
to the hzmorrhoidal Flux, and who have Iſſues, and open Ulcers. 
Nothing brings on this Diſtemper more than Fear, Dread of 
Death, and a Conſternation of the Mind. Horrmann 
Peſtilential Fevers are fo called, when the Patient falls into 
ſudden Weakneſs, for it is a Kind of malignant Fever, attended 
with more grievous Symptoms; the Patients die in a ſhort Time, 
that is, in two, three, or four Days, and ſometimes ſooner. If 
malignant Fevers ariſe in War-Time among the Soldiers, they 
are called Camp-Fevers; in Hungary, an Hungaric Fever. But 
the Plague, or Peſtilence, is known when Buboes and Carbun- 
cles ariſe in various Parts of the Body. The Sweating Sickneſs 
had its Riſe in England, in which the Patient fell into a violent 
Sweat, of which many died in a Day's Time. |

happens in Time of War, with a ſudden Loſs of Strength, a

Tbe peſtilential Poiſon diſturbs all the Fundtians of the Body; 


for unleſs it be expelled to the external Parts, it is certainly fa- 


cal. Nor is this to be done, as in other Fevers, by large Beats, 


y Stools, by a Flux of Urine, by cuſtomary Evacuations of 


[Blood, ar. by bleeding at the Noſe, either natural or artificial, 


for they rather haſten Deſtruction. The falutary and critical 
Excretion which perfectly ſolves the peftilential Diſeaſe, is by 
Tamwours in the Surface of the Body, not otherwiſe than the 
 Eryſupeles, het ween the third and fourth Day, and the ſooner the 
better, for then the Symptoms are mitigated, That there is Poi- 
Jon contained in theſe Tumours, appears from hence; that if 
the Surgeon opens any of the Tumours with his Lancet, and 
then bleeds a ſound Man, he will be immediately ſeized with 
the Plague. The peſtilential Tumours are of two Kinds; the 
Hrſt ariſes in glandulous Parts, moſt commonly in the Groin 


and Armpits, ſometimes in the parotid and mammary Glands, as 


alſo the lower Maxillary, under the Chin, and in thoſe near the 
6 0 Arteria. It is a hard, painful, tenſive Swelling or the 

Glands, wich great Heat, and if they are ſalutary, being ſwoln, 
they grow ſoft, and ſuppurate. The other Sort is the Anthrax, 
or Carbuncle; Celſus deſeribes it in this Manner: It is a Swel- 
ling on which there are Puſtules, which riſe but little; they are 
black, ſometimes ſublivid, or pale. In this there ſeems to be a 


Sanies; it is black underneath. The Body itſelf is more dry, and 


Harder than uſual. There is as it were a Cruſt about it, ſur- 


sounded with an Inflammation ; nor can the Skin be raiſe d up | 
in the Part, but is joined to the Fleſh underneath. Mindererus, 


Who was preſent at the Plague, ſays, that a Carbuncle is of the 
Size of a Grain of Muſtard-ſced, and about its Edge there is a 
Circle, or burning Halo, of a large Size. The Fleſh which it 
ſeizes is like an Eſchar, or putrid Fleſn, and falls off as if torn 
out by a Wolf. No Part of the Body is free from theſe Car- 


buneles, but they generally lay hold of the Membranes of the 


Muſeles, and the nervous and fibrous Subſtance of the Skin, 
eſpecially in the Back, Arms, and Thighs. At firſt there is an 
exquiſite Itching in the Part, which when ſcratched, Puſtules 
ariſe ; they are of a red, livid, or whitiſh purple Colour, or 
ſometimes black. When the Puſtules are preſſed, they feem to 
be full of Pxs, under which there is an Aſh-coloured Cruſt, 

Which being taken away, the Fleſh appears corrupted and 
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ngy, with intolerable Pain and burnin Seba cumjacent 
ram? f ik i Chess by a Mortificaridn of the Part pai 
When the Plague is fatal, ſome die of a Fainting the firſt or 
ſecond Day, doubtleſs of a panic Dread. But in many, when 
the Poiſon is not expelled, or, if expelled, returns back, it brings 
on a Mortification of Oy nervous Coats of the noble 22 of 
the Pleura, Qeſophagus, Stomach, and Inteſtines, or the Meninges 
of the Balla. hh creeps ſpeedily to all the Piſcera, and the 
Blood itſelf; whence the Carcaſes ſwell, and have a moſt into- 
lerable Stench. Sometimes, when the peſtilential Tumours are 
too plentiful, they die of a Symptomatic Feyer, from the In- 
flammation, Pain, and intolerable Heat, not otherwiſe than in 
the Small-Pox. © ß © ng

It has been before remarked, that the Plague is not a Native 
of our Country, but is prought from remote Places; whence the 
beſt Preferyative is to fly to a diſtant Country; for the ſame 
Reaſon, thoſe Princes beſt confult the Welfare of their Subjects, 
who, in the Time of the Plague, endeavour to pteyent the 
ſpreading of the Infection; and when a Family is afflicted, ſe- 
parate the Well from the Sick, and burn all the Moveables, 
While this Diſeaſe reigns, all Perſons ſhquld live temperately, 
ayoid an Exceſs in the Uſe of the Non-naturals, and abſtain 
particularly from violent Affections of the Mind, and every 
thing elfe that dejects the Strength, diſturbs Perſpiration, and 
generates Crudities in the Prime Viz; the Mind is eſpecially to 
be ſupported, and Fear, Dread, and Puſillanimity, are to be ba- 
niſhed; for more die of Terror, than of the Plague itſelf. Hor, 

Mead is rightly of Opinion, that the Poilon of the Plague 
is of foreign Original; though I am not ignorant, that 151 
tempts have lately been made to prove the contrary ; Attemp! 
which claſh with all Experience, and contradict the Hiſtories 
of this Diſeaſe, both ancient and modern. Mead thinks that 
the Plague has a great Similitude with the Small-Pox, they 
being both contagious Fevers from Africa, and both attended 
with certain Eruptions. The critical Tumours in the Plague 
are very different; in the moſt favourable Caſe, the morbific 
Matter is thrown upon ſome of the ſofteſt Glands. near the 
Surface of the Body, as upon the inguinal, axillary, paratid - 
or maxillary Glands; the firſt Appearance of which is a ſmall 
Induration, great Heat, Redneſs, and ſharp Pain near thoſe 
Glands. Thoſe Tumours, if the Patient recover, like the 
Puſtules of the diſtin& Small-pox, come to a juſt Suppura- 15

Theſe Diſtempers have yet a more manifeſt Likeneſs ; for 
thoſe livid and black Spots which are frequent in the Plague, 
are the Signs of ſpeedy Death, and the ſame are ſometimes 
found to attend the Small- pox, with as fatal a Conſequence; 
nay, I have ſeen Caſes, when almoſt every Puſtule has taken 
this Appearance. In both Diſeaſes, when eminently malig- 
nant, Blood is ſometimes voided by the Mouth, by Urine, 
or the like. And we may farther add, that in both, Death 
is uſually cauſed by Mortifications in the Viſcera. This has 
conſtantly been found in the Plague, by the Phyſicians in 
As in the Small-pox, the Management conſiſts in clearing 
the Prime Viæ in the Beginning, in regulating the Fever, =. 
in promoting the natyral Diſcharges ; ſo in the Plague, the 
ſame Indications will take place. In the Plague, indeed, the 
Fever is often much more acute; the Stomach and Bowels 
are ſometimes inflamed, and the Eruptions require external 
Application, which to the Puſtules of the Small-pox are not 
neceſſary, _ | 1 3 
When the Fever is very acute, a cool Regimen is neceſſary, 
but when the Pulſe is languid, and the Heat not exceſſive, 
moderate Cordials muſt be uſed, The moſt gentle Emetics 
may be given; the beſt is Ipecacuanba, if the Stomach or 
Bowels are not inflamed, for then certain Death muſt be ex- 
pected ; therefore it is ſafeſt to conſider, if any Inflammation 
has ſeized theſe Parts, for then Vomits muſt be omitted. 

As for the Eruptions they muſt be brought to a Sup- 
puration as ſoon as poſſible; as ſoon as they appear, fix a 
Cupping-Glaſs thereon, without Scarification; and when 
that is removed, apply a ſuppurating Cataplaſm, or Plaiſter 
of warm Gums, a 23 . | 

If the Tumours will not ſuppurate, as the Carbuncle ſel- 
dom or never does; yet if a thin Ichor, or Matter, exſudes 
through the Pores, or if the Tumour feels ſoft to the Touch; 
or, laſtly, if it has a black Cruſt upon it, then it muſt, be 
opened by Incifion, either according to the Length of the 
Tumour, or by a crucial Section.

The next Day the Wound ought to be well bathed with a 
Fomentation of warm aromatic Saks, with Spirit of Wine 
in it, in order, if poſfible, to make it digeſt, by which the 
Sloughs will ſeparate. After this, the Ulcer may be treated 
as one from a common Abſceſs. Farther, in the glandular 
Tumours, when they ſuppurate, we ought not to wait till 
the Matter has made its Way to the outer Skin, but to open 
them as ſoon they are riſen to any Bigneſs; becauſe theſe 
Tumours begin deep in the Gland, and often mortify before 
the Suppuration has reached the Skin, as the Phyſicians in 
France have found, upon diſſecting many dead Bodies. 
But the Patient runs great Hazard in this Way, notwith- 
ſtanding the utmoſt Care; therefore artificial Diſcharges for 
the corrupt Humours ſhould be attempted. To this Purpoſe, 
large Bleeding and profuſe Sweating are recommended unto 
us upon ſome Experience. 1 
Sydenham has tried both with good Succeſs, but obſerves 
they ought not to be attempted, unleſs in the Beginning of 
the Sickneſs, and that we cannot expect any proſperous Event 
from either of . theſe Evacuations, unleſs they are very co-

K In France, on the firſt Day, they bled about twelve Oun- 
ces, and then four or five Qunces every two Hours after. 
This, they pretend, had Oy Succeſs, with the aſſiſt- 
ance only of cooling Ptiſans, and ſuch like Drinks, which 
they gave plentifully at the ſame Time.

I ſhould rather recommend an Infufion of Virginia 
Snate-Root, in boiling Water, or, for want of this, of ſome 
other warm Aromatic, with the Addition of about a fourth Part 
of Agua Theriacalis, from which, in an Illneſs of the ſame Kind 
with the Goal Fever, which approaches the neareſt to the Pef- 
| Hiletice, I have ſeen very good Effects. ME Ap. | 
Thoſe who are obliged to be near the Sick, muſt take care 
that the Miaſmata do not approach their vital Juices, nor yet 
the ſalival. To this Purpoſe, I would recommend frequent 
Spitting, and waſhing the Mouth with Vinegar, or Wine, of 
ſnuffing them up the Noſe. The Efficacy will be ſtill greater, 
if they are imbuted with Rue, or Citron Rind; for an Acid is 
the genuine Antidote of a putrid and ſulphureous Miaſina. 


Wherefore it is much ſafer to hold Acids in the Mouth, than 


Alexipharmic Roots. It will be likewiſe proper to get a few 
Spoonfuls of Rheniſb Wine, of Bezoardic Vinegar, diluted with 
Water, or Wine, and fo take them. The Turks deal much 
in the Juice of Lemons.

Externally, many recommend the Uſe of Iſſues, becauſe the 


Matter of the Miaſma is wont to adhere to the ſerous Parts of 


the Blood, and to be brought by the Strength of Nature to the 
Place where the Iſſue is made, as is evident from an unuſual 
Pain and Tumour; befides the Advantage ariſing from Expec-

Riverins would have Gantharides, with Veaſt and Vinegar, put 


behind the Ears, and the uſual Emunctories; and faysy. the 


Patient ſhould afterwards: lie in Bed for twenty- four Hours, 
to promote the Efflux of the black, ſerous, and peſtilent Hu- 
mour, by Sweat. Nor ſhould the Ulcers be ſoon healed, as 
Langius adviſes, but the Swellings ſnould be ſoon. opened; and 
cleanſed by the uſual Digeſtives. et. ah 1 IEA 

It is worthy Obſervation, that few Medicines are beſt; for 
which Reaſon People of the lower Claſs generally come off 
better than Perſons of Diſtinction; and there is nothing worſe 
than to give Alzxipha; miss abounding with a hot, volatile Oil; 
much lefs ought volatile Spirits to be given, for they, fix the 
Poiſon upon the nervous Parts. Vet Herbs and Roots of this 


Kind are not altogether to be condemned, if mixed with Acids 
and Nitre; and T have been well informed, that a Mixture of 


Carduus Benedictus Water, and Wine Vinegar, if given to 
four Spoonfuls, with a Dram of Crabs Eyes and Theriaca; and 

repeated, were very uſeful in the Plague at Hall, in 1682. In 
the Plague likewiſe in Lombardy, 1 526, many recoyered by 
the Juice of Goats- Rue, Vinegar, Water of Carduus Benedictus, 
and a little Theriac. given to make the Patient ſweat. And 
Toner obſerves, that nothing was of any Advantage in the 
Plague except Theriacal Vinegar given in the Beginning to 


eee, Sweat. And in the Year 1544, when a malignant 


ever raged among the Soldiers, a whole Regiment was ſaved, 
to whom this Vinegar was given in due Time, except a very 


few, as I have been well informed. And in the Plague at 


Nome, Vinegar with Rue, Pimpernel Root, Betony, Garlick, 


and Juniper-Berries, with a little Camphire added to the In- 


fuſion, cauſed many to eſcape. Likewiſe the Preſervative 
Mater of Sylbius has been greatly eſteemed, becauſe of the 


Vinegar. And Mindererus aſſerts, that unleſs Alexiterials be 


given within twenty-four Hours, all Medicines are vain. 
All Phyſicians who have wrote on the Plague, recommend 

Acids, and earthy Medicines. Fraca/torius preſcribes thus:

this as well as other Diſeaſes. Riverius, as ſoon as the Perſon 
was infected, put a Feather in the Patient's Throat, cauſed him 

to vomit, then put him to Bed, and threw him into a Sweat with 
Broth. Riverius likewiſe affirms, that he was ill of the Plague. 
' himſelf, and cauſed to be taken away ſome Ounces of Blood, 

which being repeated; had cured many. However, it is not to 
de adminiſtred immediately after the Invaſion, but on the third 
Day, if there is a Plethora, and the Strength permits. 

As to nitrous Medicines, if the Body is plethoric, the Tem- 
perament choleric, or ſanguineo- choleric, the Heat great, the Fe- 
ver intenſe, with Thirſt, and Pain of the Head, Nitre may be 
given in a ſmall Doſe, with bezoardic Powders : But when there

It is a good Sign when Buboes break out quickly, and ſoon 
grow ripe ; but if they return, Death is to be feared, The moſt 
dangerous Kind, are. behind the Ears; the worſt are attended 
with Carbuncles, and a livid Circle, ..

Blood and Animal Fluids, whoſe Motion and Velocity they en- 
creaſe by their noxious and active Qualities, and in ſome Days

Some are of Opinion, that the Air muſt be infected, and that 
it is the principal Cauſe of theſe Plagues ; whereas, I preſume.

vails. | Nothing is more common than to hear a Fever, ot 
other Diſtemper, pronounced to be free from any infectious

different Cauſes 3 becauſe the Perſon himſelf, who judges in 
this Manner; has had the good Fortune to eſcape, _

As there is no Ready, though the moſt ſovereign in — 
World, which does not ſometimes fail of Succeſs, even in Caſes 
where, ſeemingly, it is well adapted; ſo there is no Contagion.

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A Miliary Fever is not unlike; a Catarrbal, and is attended 
+ > with a more. intenſe Motion of the vaſcular and nervous 
| Syſtem, whereby a corrupt lymphatic Matter, of a peculiar Na- 
ture, is expelled from the inward, and more eſpecially the ner- 
vous Parts, to the Surface of the Skin, in the Form of ſmall, 
roughs miliary Puſtules, ſometimes red, and ſometimes white. 
3 heſe ſmall Puſtules are exceeding numerous; cauſing a Cor- 
rugation, Roughneſs, and Dryneſs of the Skin, and have a fetid 
Smell peculiar to themſelves. There is no Eruption ſo incon- 
ſtant as this, for it will ſometimes ſtrike in ſuddenly, and as 
ſuddenly appear again; and is attended with an itching, prick- 
ing Senſation more than any other Kind.

An 
Epidemica Miliary Fever raged at Straſbourg, in November, 
December, and January, of the Year 1734 and 1735, with and 
without Spots, which made terrible Havock among Men of 
robuſt Conſtitutions, .all, Remedies having been tried in vain. 
"They were ſeized in an Inſtant with Shivering, Yawning, and 
Stretching, and Pains in the Back, ſucceeded by a moſt in- 
tenſe Heat, and at the ſame Time there was a Loſs of 
Strength and Appetite. On the ſeventh or ninth Day the 
Miliary Eruptions appeared, or Spots like Flea-bites ; with 
great Anxiety, a Delirium, Reſtleſſneſs and Toſſing in Bed. 
Bleeding was fatal. While Matters were in this unhappy 
Situation, a Midwife, of her own accord, gave to a Patient, 
in the Height of the Diſeaſe, a Clyſter of Rain Water and 
"Butter without Salt, and for his 990 Drink, a Quart of 
Spring- Water, half a Pint of generous Wine, the Juice of one 
Lemon, and ſix Ounces of the whiteſt Sugar, gently boiled till 
*2 Scum aroſe, and this with 5 Succeſs, for the Belly was 
ſoon looſened, the grievous Symptoms vaniſhed, the Patient 
was reſtored 'to his Senſes, and ſnatched from the Jaws of 
Death. Other Experiments were tried with the like Effect.

forebode Death in a Day or two, being real Gangrenes. It very 
often falls out at this Time, that a thin Blood flows not oni 
out of the Patient's Mouth, Noſe, and Eyes, but alſo by every 
Outlet of the Body, more eſpecially by the urinary Paffages, as 
it does ſometimes on the firſt Days of the Diſtemper. Theſe 
are manifeſtly: of the Confluent Sorr . 
In the Management of the Patient in the Diſtincs Sort, Regard 
ſhould be had to the Seaſon of the Year, and the Strength of 
the Patient. Let this be à general Rule, To keep the Patient 
in Bed during the firſt Days of the Diſtemper, taking Care 
to defend him from the Iralameney of the Winter by proper 
eans; and to moderate the exceſſive Heat in Summer b 
cool Air: For the Patient ought not to be ſtifled by Heat and 
Cloaths, nor ſhould the Eruption and Perſpiration be checked 
by Cold. However, great Care ought to be taken in general 
to ſupply him with pure and coo] Air ; becauſe a hot Air cauſes 
Difficulty of Breathing, checks the Secretion of Urine, and in- 
creaſes the Number of Puſtules on the internal Organs of the 
Body; the Conſequence whereof we may july apprehend to 
be 9 — Suffocations, and, towards the End of the Diſs 
eaſe, Gangrenes.

With fegard to Dir, it ought to be very ſlender, moiſten- 
ing, and cooling; ſuch as Oatmeal, or Barley-gruel; and in the 
Beginning, the beſt Regimen is that which keeps the Body open, 
and promotes Urine. This End is obtained by boiling preſerr? 
ed Fruits with their Food, ſuch as Figs, Damaſcene Plums, and 
Tamarinds, and by giving them ſubacid Liquors for Drink; as 
Small Beer acidulated with Orange or Lemon Juice; Whey turned 
with Apples, boiled in Milt; Emulfions made with Barley water 
and Almonds ; Moſelle, or Rheniſh Wine, plentifully diluted tuitb 
Water ; or any other Things of this Kin.

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When this Sort of Diet did not keep the Body open, the 
Arabian Phyſicians preſcribed Manna, but ſparingly. For the

In the Cura, Sydenham directs Bleeding on any of the three 
firſt Days to nine or ten Ounces; and then an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and an half of Emetic Wine.

Arm, in younger Subjects, either of the Jugulars may be Sen 
ed without any Inconvenience. 

ThatRegard is tu be had to the Patient's Strength i is allowed, 
but the M eaknels is ſeldom ſo great as not to allow ſome Leſs 


of Blood. And when the Pulſe is low, becauſe the vital Fluid 


is not propelled from the Heart with due Force, ariſing from a 
Thickneis of the Blood, by removing the Oppreſſion, the 
Patient's Strength i is obſervedevento increaſe with the Bleeding. 

In Youths and Adults, it is often neceſſary to take away Blood 
two or thice Times, only with an Intermiſſion of two or three 
Days between each Time. Blood-letting is ſo far from being 


an Obſtacle to the Eruption of the Puſtules, if the Patient is 


not too weak, that it forwards it conſiderably. When the vaſt 
Number of {mall Puſtules foreboded a Diſeaſe of the worſt 
Kind, the Face of Affairs has been ſo remarkably changed 
upon one or two Bleedings, that the Puſtules increaſed in Size, 
and diminiſhed in Number. It alſo prevents a Delirium, Con- 


vulſions, Difficulty of Breathing, and the like. Bleeding may 


be uſed at ail Times when the Violence of the Fever ane 
it, and the Patient is able to bear it. 


A Pbrenſi coming on the fourth Day of the Eruption has been 


juſtly eſtecmed a fatal Omen; yet many have been ſaved by 
drawing Bload immediately, and then throwing in a Cher. 

After Bleeding, a Vomit fhould be given, if the Stamach 
abounds with Z? legm or Bile, or be loaded with Food unſeaſon- 
ably taken. Otherwiſe a Purge may be preſcribed before the 


Eruption of the Puſtules. Which may be the Infuſion of Seuna

[Hoffman ſometimes adds Manna, or Tartar Emetic, to oer

Dr. Cameron obſerves, that in the milder Kind of the 
Small-Pox the Fever is ſeparated by two perfect Intermiſſions;

of a Remiſſion. The #:7/ of theſe is the Fever of Deſpumation, 
cauſed by the circulating variolous Matter.

Now as no Patient evet 
died for Want of a ſufficient Eruption, Nature at this Time 
needs a Bridle, and very ſeldom a Spur; becauſe the Danger is 
mealured ceteris paribus by the Number of the Puſtules.

. pounded ; melt three Parts of Alum with one Part of Dragon's

duce it to a Powder, a Scruple of which made in a Bolus with 
Conſerve of Roſes, will be a proper Doſe. The moſt conveni-

A Cough is almoſt a perpetual Attendant on a Pleuriſy; 
and ſince Expectoration ĩs of the utmoſt Conſequence, and fre- 
quently terminates the Diſeaſe, it behoves every ſkilful Phyſi- 
cian, in the, Beginning of a Pleuriſy, ever to obſerve whether 
the Cough be attended with a Spitting, and of what Kind it is: 
For a dry Pleuriſy is by all condemned as the moſt dangerous, 
troubleſome to treat, and difficult to bring to à Concoction or 
Criſis; it either carrying off the Patient with great Rapidity, 
or continuing for a very conſiderable Time: Even a Spitting 
intermixed with Blood, in this Caſe, is far better than where 
there is no Expectoration at all. 

It is an Obſervation of the learned Triller, that a Pleutiſy 
which attacks the Right Side, is not ſo dangerous, ſtubborn,

Pleuriſies are ſeldom more ſevere, or more ſuddenly fatal, 
Man when they happen upon exceſſive and ſudden Drinking of 
cold Liquers when the Body has been much heated. The 
Blood of a healthy Perſon, drawn into a Veſſel of cold Water, 
.inſtantly concretes into Threads of an almoſt ſolid Conſiſtence. 
Now when Plenty of cold Drink is ſwallowed down the CEſo- 
phagus, which deſcends in its Courſe very near the Trunks of 
the intercoſtal Arteries, it becomes filled or diſtended with it; 
the whole Stomach, in like Manner, being charged with the cold 
Drink, ' inſtantly imparts the unuſual Coldneſs thereof to the 
adjacent Diaphragm, Liver, Spleen, &c. The Trunk of the

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aſcending Cava, and the large right Sinus of the Heart, incum- 
bent on the thin tendinous Part of the Diaphragm, are likewiſe 
affected, and by diſpoſing the Blood there collected to a Concre- 
tion, impede its proper Paſſage through the Lungs. 
The Breathing is greatly injured, becauſe, at the Time of 
Inſpiration, the Ribs muſt, of Neceſſity, be drawn from each 
other; and the inflamed and tenſe Parts be conſequently ſtretch- 
ed and extended, with a great Increaſe of the Pain. Upon 
this Account, ſuch miſerable Patients hardly breathe Air ſuffi- 
cient to dilate the Lungs ; whereby the right Ventricle of the 
Heart becomes unable to empty itſelf ſo freely as it ought to do. 
The Blood, therefore, returning from the Head by the jugular 
Veins, cannot now find any Admittance into the right Sinus

FHamination of the Lungs ; but if after the ſecond or third Bleed- 
ing the Patient begins to ſpit a well-concofted Matter, freely 
tinged with Blood, you mult forbear to repeat it, otherwiſe the 
Patient will be weakened, and a fatal Suppreſſion of the ExpeRto- 
ration will enſue. But if he brings up a confiderable Quantity 
of flerid, thin, ſpumons Blood by Spitting, then bleed again;

of the Blood and great Acrimony, which will not bear great 
Quantities to be drawn off.

In ſome very violent Peripneumonies, an immediate and exceſ- 
five Weakneſs comes on, with an inexpreſſible Anxiety and Op- 
preſſion of the Breaſt; a very ſmall, weak, trembling Pulſe, 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, with clammy, coldiſh, partial 
Sweats; the Eyes ſtaring, fixed, and inflamed; the Face bloated, 
and almoſt livid. This has ſoon been followed with a Stupor, 
Delirium, and ſometimes with a compleat Paraplegia: | 
Some Kinds of Peripneumonies will not bear large Bleeding, 
eſpecially the Epidemic or Malignant, The Pulſe and Strength 
of theſe Patients have ſunk to a ſurprizing Degree, and the Diſ- 
eaſe has turned into a ſort of a nervous Fever, with great 'Tre- 
mors, Subſultus Tendinum, profuſe Sweats, or an atrabilious 
Diarrhea, with a black Tongue, Coma or Delirium; though 
at the Beginning the Pulſe ſeemed to be full and throbbing, and 
the Pain, Cough, and Oppreſſion ſo very urgent as to indicate 
Bleeding pretty ſtrongly.

But even in this Cafe, Bliſtering is moſt 
to be relied on after bleeding. You may firſt bliſter the Back, 


and afterwards one or both Sides. Epiſpaſtics tend to relieve

In a cnvulſiue Paromſm the Limbs ate ſtrangely agitated

Symptoms. He obſerves farther, that at the Iland of Se. 

mas, fifty Men belonging to the Canterbury, and ſeven to 
the Norwich, who were in all the different Stages of this 
Diſtemper, were cured in a litzle more than twelve Days. 

Some, who are fond of Theory, will be apt to ſay, theſe 
are Acids, and then Tamarinds, Vinegar, Spirit of Salt, E- 
lixir of Vitriol, and others of the ſame Fribe, will do as well; 
but Experience plainly ſhews the contrary ; and though Acids 
agree in certain Properties, they differ widely in others. Be- 
ſides, if theſe Fruits have been given without Succeſs, it is 
becauſe Legions of Diſeaſes have been miſtaken for the Scur- 
vy; Whereas, in the real genuine Scurvy, they have been ne- 
ver known to fail; not to mention that the Virtues of Oran- 


ges and Lemons, in this Caſe, have ſtood the Teſt of near 
: two hundred Years. However, we muſt not forget to ob- 


ſerve, that freſh Vegetables of all Kinds have proved a very 
great Relief to ſcorbutic Patients, when ſet on Shore. 

But as Oranges and Lemons are apt to ſpoil, I ſhall ſhew 
how to bring their Juices, by a very eaſy Method, into ſmall 


Quantities, without Prejudice to their Virtues. Let the Juice 


of theſe Fruits be well cleared from the Pulp, and depurated 
by ſtanding ſome Time; after which it may be poured off 
from the groſs Sediment. Le it then be poured into any cleats 
open Veſſel of China or Stone Ware, which ſhould: be wider 
at the Top than at the Bottom, that it may evaporate more 
readily, Bur a China Baſon or Punch-Bowl is moſt proper, 
on account of the Form. Put this into a Pan of Water over 
a clear Fire; let the Water come almoſt to : boil, and con- 
tinue nearly in that State, with the Bowl full of Juice in the 
Middle of it, till the Juice is found of the Conſiſtence of a 
thick Syrup when cold. The ſlower the Evaporation of the 
Juice is, the better; that is, it ought to continue twelve or 
foutteen Hours over the Fire: When it is cold, it. is to be 


corked up in a Bottle for Uſe. Two Dozen of good Oranges, 
_ weighing five Pounds four Qunces, will yield one Pound 
nine Qunces and a Half of depurated Juice; and when evapo- 


rated, there will remain five Ounces of Extract, which in Bulk 
will be equal to leſs than three Ounces of Water. So that 
twelve Dozen cf Oranges may be put in a Quart Bottle, and 
preſerved ſeveral Vears. The ſame may be ſaid of Lemons. 


When this is mixed with Water, and made into Punch, few 


are able to diſtinguiſh it from the freſh Juice mixed up inthe 
ſame Manner.

Doſes of Rhubarb, and the Perſpiration kept up with a little 
Theriac or Diaſcordium, with other warm, diaphoretic, and 
ſtrengthening Medicines. In extreme Caſes, Opium may be 
given more freely. The Diet muſt be glutinous and ſubaſtrin- 
ent, with ſtrong rough red Wine allured. Sometimes five 
Grains of Allum may be given with the Diaſcordium, eſpeci- 
ally when Blood is evacuated in great Quantities. The moſt . 
effetual _— in ſcorbutic Dyſentories. is an Infuſion of 
Ipecacuanha in Brandy, given in ſmall Doſes, and often re- 
peated. Scorbutic Conſumptions at Land require Bliſtering 
and Iſſues, as alſo riding on Horfeback in the Country Air, 
and an entire Milk and Vegetable Diet, beſides keeping the 
Breaſt open by Expectorants, ſuch as Oxymel of Squills, Gum 
Ammoniac, and Balſam of Capivi. Diſorders which remain 
after the Cure of the Scurvy, are to be treated in the common 
Way, with a Mixture of antiſcorbutic Medicines. Lind. 
It ought to be laid down as a general Rule, that the Scurvy, the 
| moſt violent of all chronical Diſtempers, is not to be treated 
with draſtic, but with the moſt mild and ſimple Medicines.

When the Scurvy proceeds from muriatic Salts, which happens 
to thoſe who live on ſmoaked or high ſalted Fiſh or Fleſh, and 
have corroding Ulcers, a ſtinking Breath, putrid Gums, a thick 
and faltiſh Urine, as is generally obſerved in-old Sailors, then 
Whey, long and copiouſly drank, produces happy Effects 3 As 
alſo Citrons, China Oranges, and ripe Fruits; whereas ſpiri- 
25 and volatile Antiſcorbutics are generally Sera. 
Willis, and, after him, Allen, reckons the Strepitus Offium, 
the Crackling of the Bones, or rather of the Joints, to be an 
incurable Symptom of this Diſeaſe 3 and the latter very judi- 
ciouſly gives this Reaſon for it; that the Epiphyſes are parted 
and quite ſeparated from the Extremities of the Bones, a Circum- 
ſtance that can only happen in the laſt Stage, and in the very 
worſt Kind of this Diſeaſe. A few Vears ago I was afflicted with 
this Symptom myſelf, without any other Signof the Scurvy. 
Wen I turned myſelf in Bed of a Morning, almoſt all my

Months. If a Regulation of this Sort was properly eſtabliſh-

The moſt proper cordial Dram a Sailor can uſe in the Win- 
ter, is Garlic Brandy; for a ſmall Quantity of it not only 
warms the Stomach, but keeps the Breaſt, Kidneys, and Skin 
free from Obſtructions. But this nor no other Ne ſhould 


be given to a Man almaſt chilled to Death with Cold, for in n 


this Caſe it hath often proved fatal; but he ſhould be immedi- 
ately put into a warm Bed, and have ſome warm Gruel or 
Sage- Tea, and then a Dram may be allowed, In cold rainy 
. Weather, Tea made with Sage, Saſſafras, or a few roaſted 
Juniper Berries, with the Addition of a little Garlic-Brandy,

Articles will be very proper, 
Thus the Sheerneſs, bound to the Eaft-Indies, at the Crew's 
own Requeſt, had Beef only once one Week, and Pork ano- 


ther; in Conſequence of which the Ship arrived at the Cape of 
Good Hope without one Man fick on Board. The Sheerneſs re- 


mained in India ſome Months, where none of the Men, ex- 
cept the Boats Crew, were allowed to go on Shore, notwith- 


ſtanding which all the Sailors enjoyed a moſt perfect State of 
Health. They were indeed ſupplied with freſh Meat while they 
were there. In their Return to the Cape they were only ten 


Weeks, and yet, by eating their full Allowance of ſalt Pro-

As a Help in theſe long Voyages, there might be portable 
Soups made with the Shins, Necks, Hearts, and other Offal of 
the Cattle, as alſo with Mutton for Variety and for the Delicate. 
It would be likewiſe a great Advantage if new Bread could be 
'baked every Day on Board the Ships. Wine is the beſt of al 
Cordials in the Decline of Fevers, and is a much better Reſto- 
rative than Rum, however mixed or prepared. It is likewiſe 
an excellent Means to prevent Infection. Some Caſks of 
Madeira Wine ſhould be preſerved for the Uſe of the Sick in 
theſe Voyages. The ſwallowing large Draughts of undilu- 
ted Spirits, has always the moſt fatal Conſequences in every 
Climate; but when they are converted into Punch they be- 
come very ſalutary Liquors, preventing Diſeaſes which arife 
from hot and moiſt Weather, and the Tendency to Corruption 
in the animal Fluids, which is conſtantly induced thereby. 
Likewiſe it would. be of great Advantage, if the Rob of Le- 
mons could be made cheap by the e/t- Indians ; for, as Boni- 
tus obſerves, Lemons are of great Uſe againſt malignant Fe- 
vers, peſtilential Fevers, &c. and better than any FnpleKe- 
medy. Therefore a large Quantity of Syrup of Lemons ſhould 
always be put in the Surgeon's Cheſt, as well as Orange Juice 
in Bottles, with a little Sallad Oil poured in the Neck. Leeks 
and Coleworts cleaned and put into a wooden Veſſel, with 
Bay-Salt between each Layer, and then preſſed down with a.

Diarrhceas and other Complaints, the Effects of great Heat, 
have been cured by Bathing, and their Returns prevented. 
One Ship was remarkably healthy in a Voyage to the EaH. 
Indies, from the Uſe ofCold-bathing, when her Conſort, at 
the End of the Run, had two hundred Men ſick on Board. 
But Sailors ſhould not ſtay too long in the Water, nor go in 
when over-heated with Work or Liquor, nor when the Sto- 
mach is full, nor when there is an Eruption with a prickly 
Heat on the Skin. | | | 


Diſeaſes, in a Voyage to the Southward, are generally of 
an inflammatory Nature, and therefore it hath been cuſtomary 
with ſome to bleed the Ship's Company when they firſt arrive 


in a hot Climate; but this Practice is liable to many Objec- 


tions; and beſides, it is no Security againſt the Diſeaſes of 


an intemperate Climate. The moſt dangerous Diſeaſes pro- 


ceed from a. Continuance of hot, moiſt, cloſe Weather, or 
from heavy Rait's, common at ſome Seaſons of the Year be- 
tween the Tropics. At firſt, a few of the Sailors are ſeized 
with the Bloody-Flux, which is ſucceeded by a malignant 
Fever of the remitting or intermitting Kind; but moſt com- 
monly it is like a double Tertian. This is epidemic between 
the Tropics, and is the autumnal Fever of all hot Countries. 
The Safety of the Patient entirely depends on the Feyer's in- 
termitting: Or, at leaſt, on its remitting ſo much as to al- 
low an Opportunity of throwing in the Bark. Half an Ounce 
or an Ounce of the Jeſuits Bark is the only ſovereign Medi- 
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dine in this Sort of malignant Fevers, though they put on diff 
ferent Appearances. Even in the Fever of the Ifland of Fx. 
Thomas, which is deemed to be of the moſt malignant and 
fatal Species, the Bark is the only Remedy; likewiie the con- 
tinual Uſe of it is an effectual — againſt 4 Relapſe, 
as well as againſt an Attack of this Fever, and other malignant 
Diſorders, uſual in unwholſome Climates, during à corrupt 
and pernicious Diſpoſition of the Air. Fhe Factories on the 
Coaſt of Guinea have tried this Remedy with Succeſs, by way 


of Prevention, during the rainy and ſickly Seaſonn 
Ihe Diſeaſes of Hungary are aualogous to thoſe on the 
Coaſt of Guinea, and in the autumnal Seafon are altogether as 
bad; and yet, when there was ſcarce an Imperial Officer that 
eſcaped theſe malignant Sickneſſes, Count Bonneval and his 
numerous Attendants continued in perfect Health, by taking, 
two or three Times a Day, a ſmall Quantity of Brandy in 
which the Bark was infuſed, and he obliged all his Domeſtics 
and Attendants to do the like. By this Regithen he enjoyed, 
in this ſickly Country, perfect Health to a great old Age. 
This Account is given by Dr. Kramer, who alſo affirms, that 
2 whole Regiment in Italy was preſerved from the like Diſtem- 
pers by the Uſe of the Bark, while the reſt of the Auftrian 
Army, were greatly annoyed with them. The Bark might be 
made extremely palatable, by infuſing it in Spirits with O- 
range-peel'; and the bilious . ever and the Bloody-Flux might 
de prevented. Four Ounces of Bark and two Ounces of 
dried Orange- peel; will be ſufficient for a Gallon of Spirits, 
and two Qunces may be allowed each Man a Day, when there 
is an Apprehenſion of theſe malignant Diſeaſes. It will be 
beſt to take half in the Morning on an empty Stomach, and 
the other half when they are called out to their Night Watch. 
The Bark is an excellent Medicine for Sailors on many Ac- 
counts, it being the greateſt Antiſeptic taken inwardly of any 
yet difcovered. ; Fa 5 5 / 
It may in general be remarked, that in ſultry Climates, or 
during hot Weather, in all Places ſubje& to great Rains, 
where the Country is over-run with Thickets, Shrubs, or 
Woods, eſpecially if there are Marſhes or ſtagnating Waters 
in the Neighbourhood, the malignant Diſeaſes abovementioned 
may juſtly be dreaded. The Fens and Marfhes in England are 
bad for Strangers, but the woody and marſhy Lands in hot 
Countries are exceedingly more pernicious to the Health of 
Europeans. In ſuch Places it will be beſt for Ships to anchor 
as far as they can from the Shore, and never to run into Ri- 
vers and Bays within Land, eſpecially Where high Mountains 
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348 Of Preſerving the Health of Seamen. 
intercept the Sea-Breezes. It is beſt. to keep out of the Reach 
of the Land-Breezes, or at leaſt at ſuch a Diſtance that their 
Malignity may be. ſmall. ' The ſame Precautions ſhould be 
taken in 1 either during, or ſoon after, the rainy Seaſon. 
We know by Experience, that Ships lying in a Harbour have 
ſuffered greatly, while Cruizers in the open Sea haye enjoyed 


perfect Health. 


But when this Situation of a Ship or Ships cannot well be 


avoided, the Crew ſhould be as little upon Deck as poſſible 

before Sunriſe and after Sunſet, becauſe there is commonly a 
Land-Wind in the Night, and becauſe the noxious Vapours 
are in ſome meaſure rarified and diſperſed when the Sun is 
aboye the Horizon. Beſides, the Night Air at Land is always 
very moiſt in Southern Climates, occaſioned by exceſſive Dews; 
and theſe Dews are found to be extremely pernicious to ſuch 
Perſons as are expoſed to them. | | 
When a Ship rides at Anchor near marſhy Ground or 
Swamps, and the Wind blows directly from thence in hot 
Weather, the Gun Ports ought to be kept ſhut ; or if ſhe 
rides with her Head to the Wind, a thick Sail ought to be 
Dut upon the Fore-maſt, along which the Smoke of the Gal- 
25 ſhould be made to aſcend. At ſuch Seaſons the Men 
ſhould be enjoined to ſmoke Tobacco, and the Carpenter 


ſhould fumigate the Ship with the Steams of Pitch or Tar, 


Boats Crews and Men employed on Shore, being moſt expo- 
ſed to the open Air, ſhould be often relieved, and never ſuf- 
fered to ſleep on Shore, in Tents or otherwiſe. But when 
Men are obliged to remain on Shore, their Tents ſhould be 
cloſe, and erected on the dryeſt Spot they can find, that is, 
upon dry Sand, Gravel, or Chalk near the. Sea-ſhore, and 
they ſhould not ſleep on the Ground, but in Hammoeks, The 
Door of the Tent ſhould be towards the Sea, and the back 
Part fecured by. double Canvas. All old forſaken Houſes, 
Caves, and ſuch like Places, ſhould be well purified with large 
Fires, and the Men ſhould be well covered while they ſleep ; 
and in the Morning and Evening they ſhould take a Dram of 
the Infuſion of the Bark. Likewiſe the Officers and Sailors, 
when on Shore, ſhould be allowed a more plentiful, but not 

immoderate, Uſe of vinous Liquors. | 
If, on the Coaſt of Guinea, and on all Places in the Ea 
and Veſ-Indies, where the Engliſh Factories are near the Sea, 
there was another Ship (beſides that appropriated for the Gen- 
tlemen of the Factory) lying at a proper Diſtance from the 
Land, during the ſickly Seaſon, to receive Europeans immedi- 
ately upon being taken ill, it would be a certain 2 of

Hoſpital for the Fort or Factory. 


The Name of Hoſpital, or Hoſpital Ship, may convey. a 
frightful Idea of Sickneſs and Mortality to ſome People, | 
without any Reaſon, as this Veſſel ought to be kept perfectly 
clean, and ſhould never be crouded, - ti ___ + 
Beſides, on board of her, the Sick will be well accommoda- 
ted, and will always breathe the pureſt iir. « 
In Europe all Nations have Hoſpitals, and many of them 
have found it abſolutely neceſſary to ere Blpicats, or Infir- 
maries for the Sick, in their Settlements and Factories Abroad. 
The Difficulty is, to find a convenient and, healthy Spot. 
The Mannet of obviating this we point out; and if, by Way 
of Example, a Ship or Hulk was moored. at the Mouth of 
the River Senegal, and properly fitted for the Reception of the 
Sick in that Garriſon and Factory, it would be a Means of 
ſaving a great Number of Lives during the Rainy Seaſons, _ 
Transferring the Sick, and their Hoſpital, from the Land 
to the Water, would put an End to that dreadful Mortality 


' amongſt our Troops in that Part of the World. This Me- 


thod is therefore more particularly recommended, on Account 
of the Soldiers ſtationed at Senegal, and will be attended with 
many Advantages to them. 1 TY.

Here it may not be improper to take Notice of a common 
Opinion which prevails with many in thoſe Parts abroad, that 
ſuch as have been thoroughly wet with Rain, or other freſh Wa- 
ter, will from thence ſuffer no Indiſpoſition, provided that before 
putting on dry Cloaths they dip themſelves in the Salt Water, 
or wet their Skin all over with a Spunge dipped in it.

It has 


deen often rematked, that Fluxes, Dropſies, and an infirm 


Conſtitution of Body, which are the frequent Conſequences 


of acute Diſeaſes in thoſe Climates, proceed, in a great Mea- 
fure, from the low poor Diet of the Country, confiſting chiefly 


of boiled Rice, lean Goars, Fowls, and Food of that Kind ; 


which render the Recovery of Europeans extremely flow and 


— o 

In thoſe Climates Fiſh caught at Sea are with Difficulty pro- 
cured for ſick or weak People, as they cannot be preſerved 
freſh, many Hours, and are often tainted before they can be 
brought on Shore. They are ſo apt to corrupt, even during 
the Coolnefs of the Night Air, that it is a prevalent Opinion 


among the Fiſhermen there, that the Moonlight in particular 
Tas a quick and powerful Influence in ſpoiling their Fiſh. 


But by a peculiar Blefling of Providence, not only the River 
Senegal, but all the great Rivers whoſe Sources are within the 
Tropics, have depoſited, by their annual Inundations, great 
Quantities of Slime and Mud at their Openings into the 
Sea, which form what are called the Bars to thoſe Rivers. 
Thoſe Bars, or Shoals, conſiſting of fine ſoft Ooze, often ex- 
tend themſelves many Miles from the Land, and afford not 
only a fafeAnchorage for both the floating Factories and Infir- 
mary Ships, but they abound alfo with an incredible Quantity 
of excellent Fiſh; and one Man in the Infirmary Ship lying off 


Senegal, or in moſt other Places on the Coaſt of Guinea, will 
ey tag - 


efides the great Benefits of neat and clean Accom- 
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be able to catch as many Fiſh of different Sorts in two Hours, 
as will be ſufficient for the Nouriſhment of a hundred ſick Peo-" 
ple. It has been found by Experience, that no Food whatever 
contributes more to theperfect Recovery of Health and Strength, 
and to the Prevention of the fatal Conſequences of Fevers in 
hot Climates, than Fiſh, or rich nouriſhing Fiſh-Soup, warm- 
ed with the Spices of the Country, and, if neceſſary, rendered 
palatable by the Addition of Lime Juice. TN 
Upon the whole, the immediate Removal of the Patient from 
a bad Air, as ſoon as he is perceived to be affected by it, into 
the Infirmary Ship, will, in all probability, render his Diſeaſe 
mild, and eaſily curable, and his Recovery ſpeedy and perfect. 
The Conſtitution thus preſerved, will at length become ſoſea- 
ſoned and habituated to the Climate in a Courſe of Time, that 
it will be rendered much leſs ſuſceptible of any injurious Im— 
preſſions either of the Air or Soil. One Merchant, Factor, or 
Soldier, thus conſtitutionally naturalized to the Country, be- 
comes more uſeful, and his Services may be more depended upon 
there, than ten newly arrived unſeaſoned Europeans. 
It has been a received Opinion, that the firſt Fever or Fit 
of Sickneſs alters the Conſtitution of the Body, ſo as to ſeaſon 
it to a new. Climate: But I am of Opinion, that the ſudden 
Changes of Climates are greatly the Cauſes of Sickneſs, and 
that a ſeaſoned Conſtitution in any Part of the World is chiefly 
to be acquired by remaining there for ſome Length of Time. 
From the very numerous Opportunities I have had of know- 
ing the general State of Health enjoyed by the Seamen on 
board his Majeſty's Ships in Foreign Voyages, it appears, that 
ſudden Changes from Heat to Cold, or from Cold to Heat, pro- 
duce almoſt ſimilar Effects. 70657 e ks, 
Thus, if four or five hundred Seamen and Soldiers ſail 
from England to the Maſi-Indies, and make a ſudden Tranſition 
from a cold Climate to a very great Degree of Heat, many of 
them will be ſeized with hy rr and ſuch of them as 
drink immoderately of Rum newly diſtilled, on their firſt Arri- 
val at Jamaica, will probably die of violent Fevers : But if the 
Men are kept on board Ship, and much at Sea; if the Ship, 
eſpecially during the ſickly Seaſon, does not put into any very 
unhealthy Port, after being twelve Months in the /Y2/t- Indies, 
they will become perfectly ſeaſoned to that Climate, and enjoy 
as good a State of Health as if they were in England. | 
In like manner, if the ſtationed Ships, which are generally

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trary Winds, in a very cold Seaſon, the Men, having been inu- 
red to a hot Climate, will be again attacked with Diarthceas ; 
the Cure or Removal of which will entirely depend on keeping 
the Patients warm.

A Drojp of the Quaries in Women, which may be known 
from the Hardneſs and Inequality of the Tumour, ſeldom ad- 
mits of the Operation, becauſe the Water is generally depoſi- 
ted in a great Number of Cells, which are formed in the Body 
of that Part; but ſometimes it occupies but one or two of the 
Cells, and then if the Ovary is greatly enlarged, the Undula- 
tion will be plainly perceived, and the Operation may ſucceed.

T HE jdrocele, called the Dropſy of the Scrotum, Hernia 


Agqueſa, and the Drepſy of the Teſticle, is an aqueous Fu- 


mour of the Scrotum. Though Authors mention ſeveral Kinds, 
there are but two. The fr is, when the Water is containe 
in the Tunica Vaginalis; the ſecond, when it is contained in 
the Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum.

In the Dropſy of the Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum, ſome 
recommend the Puncture with a Trochart; others, to make 
ſmall Apertures here and there with the Point of a Lancet; 
others, to put a ſmall Skane of Silk through the Skin with a 
Needle, and to let it remain as a Seton, till all the Water is 
drained off. But the two firſt Methods yield very little Re- 
lief, and the laſt may be more likely to induce a Gangrene. 
Nor is there Occaſion for any Operation at all, becauſe the 
cellular Membrane of the Scrotum is nothing but a Continua- 
tion of the Membrana adipoſa; and therefore Scarifications,

Vet ſometimes there falls ſo great a Quantity of Water into 
the Scrotum, that the Diſtenſion is very painful, threatening a 
Mortification.

In theſe Caſes there ſhould, be an Inciſion made on each 
Side the. Scratum, three Inches. in Length, quite through the 
Skin, into the Cells which contain the Water; and likewiſe 
two or three, half an Inch long, in any Part of the Penis, 
with a Lancet or Knife. . 

All this may be done without any Danger, and ſometimes 
with ſuch Succeſs as to cure the Dropſy of the whole Body. 
Though I have performed this Operation on Patients in a very 
languiſhing Condition, yet as I made the Wound with a ſharp: 
Inſtrument, and afterwards treated it with Fomentations and 
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ſoft Digeſtives, I never found a Gangrene enſue. 
The Dropſy of the Tunica Vaginalis is cauſed by an exceflive 
Accumulation of a Seroſity, which is naturally ſeparated in 
the internal Surface of that Tunic in a ſmall Quantity, to 
moiſten and lubricate the Teſticle. Authors have hitherto 
diſtinguiſned them into two Sorts; the one on the Inſide of 
the Tania Vaginal and the other on the Outſide, between 
that and the Scrotum, which they ſuppoſe to proceed from Water 
in the Drop/y Aſcites, But Anatomy ſhe ws the Abſurdity of this 
Opinion; for beſides that Perſons afflicted with this Kind of

He found, on Enquiry; that the 
Diſeaſe. is'vety common all over the County, but particularly 
infeſts thoſe Parts where the moſt Cyders are made: That it is 
not only common among the lower Claſs, and thoſe who drink 
largely of the unfermented Juices, and the new Cyder ; but 
that it ie much more frequent among all Ranks, than in 
other Parts of England, nor intirely confilied to Autumn.

las many Parts of Devonſbire, the circular Trough uſed in 
grinding Apples, is compoſed of ſeveral Pieces of Moor-Stone, 
cramped together with Iron, 4nd fixed by melted Lead, poured 
into the Iuterſſices, on the Infide of the Groove. Sometimes 
theſe Stones are irregular, and do not correſpond with each 
other, and then the Chaſms' are filled up with Lead, and the 
Apples come into immediate Contact with this poiſonous Metal. 
It is likewiſe common, in ſeveral Parts of the County, either 
to ſine the Cyder Preſſes intirely with Lead, to keep them from 
leaking; or to make a Border quite round the Prefs, for receiv- 
ing the Juice of the Apples, and conveying it into a Veſſel of 
Wood or Stone. In many other Places it is common to nail 
Sheer Lead over any Cracks or Joints in the Preſſes; and like- 
wiſe to convey the Juice from the Prefles in Leaden Pipes. 
The Herefordſhire People are not ſubject to this Colic. 
There is no Lead uſed in any Part of the grinding or preſſing 
Apparatus. Once, indeed, in a plentiful Year of Apples, a 
Farmer, who wanted caſks, filled a large Leaden Ciſtern with

of Anjou, in the Year 1577, plainly ſhews, that neither he, nor 
any of the other Phyſicians concerned, underſtood the true 


Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. Ramaxzini, who inquired accurately 
into the Cauſes of thoſe Diſeaſes to which various Artificers are 
ſubject, much wonders how it ſhould happen, that, ſince Lead 


furniſhes excellent Remedies for internal as well as external 
Purpoſes, the Potters ſhould ſuffer fo cruelly from the Exhalation

Yet, in the latter End of the laſt Century, the 
Vintners, in order to- correct their ſour, auſtere Wines, and 
make them palatable, dared again to mix Litharge with them; 
Some threw it into their Caſks in Subſtance ;' others impreg- 
nated Vinegar with it, which they mixed with their Wine in 
certain Proportions. Cockelius, in the Ephemerides Germanicæ; 
deſcribes the Method and Proportion, Brunerus and Vicarius 
have given ſeveral curious Particulars concerning the diſcovered 
Adulteration, and its Effects on the human Body; and Reiſe- 
lius has more on the ſame Subject. The Duke of Wirtembergy 
in 1696, again decreed it capital to mix Litharge in Wine, or 
even fell it in the Shops. Vet we are informed, that in x705, 
the ſame Adulteration-was repeated in the Circle of Stwabia? 
And it is certain, the ſame is practiſed even at this Day, bath 
in Germany and France, in Defiance of Laws; and the DiRates 
of Humanity. Now, from a very remarkable. Similarity of 
Circumſtances: and Effects, may we not reaſonably ſuſpect, 
that the Colic of Poitou, and that of the Duchy of Mirtamberg 
were produced by one and the ſame Cauſe?

As to the Prognaſtics, there is Hope of Recovery, while there 


is no Inflammation, and while Clyſters are admitted into the 
Body, and rendered back the ſame Way; as alſo while the 
Pain ſhifts from one Place to another, and the Pain and Vo- 
miting are not continual; likewiſe when the Diſeaſe proceeds 
from Fæces obſtructing the Inteſtines. The Hope is ſtill 


greater, if laxative Medicines begin to make their Way 


downward. But if there is an Inflammation, which is known 
from a Fever, the Vehemence of the Pain, a Suppreſſion of 
Urine, a hard and quick Pulſe, an unquenchable Thirſt, a 
Toſſing of the Body, and extreme Debility, with Coldneſs of 
the extreme Parts, the Caſe is deſperate. A ſudden Ceſſation 
of Pain, an abſolute Want of Strength, with a weak Pulſe, 
fainting Fits, and a ſtinking Breath, fhew the Inteſtines are 
dried. e gh bt .

And Cramer aſſures us, we may depend upon the 
ſame Effect from the Decoction of common Mill Sed called 
St, Ambreſe's Syrup, which Luther looked upon as a Cure for 
the Cotic. Count Argenton took it firſt by his Advice, merely 
to quench his Thirſt, in the Manner of Tea, by which Means 
he got rid of his Thirſt and Dyſentery in twelve Hours Time.

She paſſed the Night 
badly, and on the Morrow her Jaw was locked faſter than ever, 
the Muſcles more rigid, the Breathing harder, the Agitation of 
the Spirits increaſed, and not a Drop of Urine bad been veided 
for twenty-fix Hours. From all this it was plain, that Opiates 
were not to be neglected, and therefore thirty Drops of Tin. 
. Theh. were given directly, to be repeated every two Hours for 
three Times, and afterwards every four Hours. By next Morn- 
ning (reckoning from the foregoing Morning) ſhe had taken fix 
of the Draughts.. Her Jaw was fo free, that ſhe could open her

ReſpeRs better, but the Jaw being ſtill ſome what rigid; ſhe 
bathed for ſevetal Days in warm Water, took one or two 
Draughts a Day, began to eat ſolid: Fleſh, ſlept pretty well of 
Nights; urined freely, and had commonly two natural Stools a 
Day. Finally, ſhe went into the Country, continued to mend, 
and in a little Time recovered her former State of Health, 
without further Uſe of any Medicine whatever. 
A young Man of Twenty was ſeized with a Pain in his: 
Throat, and a ſpaſmodic Contraction of his lower Jaw, which, 
after four Days, was ſo cloſely locked, that it was impoſlibloits 
open it, without running the utmoſt Riſque of breaking. it Ha 
could take none but liquid Nouriſhment, and that with great 
Difficulty. Violent convulſive Spaſms ſeized him almoſt. every 
Minute, and his Head was forcibly thrown back upon every Ata 
tempt to riſe from his Chair. His Legs were affected with the 
like Spaſms, his Eye · lids contracted, and his Hearing much im- 
paired. He could ſcarce void his Urine, and had no Stools but 
y Clyſters. He had alſo the Riſus Cynicus, the Gaftroenemii and 
ominal Muſcles were as tenſe as poſſible, and all his Joints ſo 
ſtiff, as not to be moyed without great Violence. He had re- 
ceived a Bruiſe, about a Month before his Symptoms appeared, 
on the anterior Part of the fourth Finger of the left Hand, which 
he now thought to be well, though he wore a little Plaiſter on 
it, upon removing which, no Inflammation or Swelling:

it was plainly perceived, that the Bones: of the ſecond and third 
Phalanx were bare i in the Joint, and the Ligaments deſtroyed, fo 
hat the Joint was entirely uſeleſs. The Sur geon, however, 
could not perſuade him, or his Friends, that his Diforder was 
owing to this Accident, as he had ervttinuts well ſo Torig ſince 
he received the Hurt, without any Return of Pain. He was 
| blooded, bliſtered, vomited, purged, and clyſtered, without any 
Benefit; and took Muſk, Bark, Camphire, and Valerian, in 
large Dofrs, with as little Effect. Opiates done ſeemed to mi- 
tigate the Symptoms, which were gradually increafed from ſmall 
Quantities, till he took a Grain of Opium every Hour, and 


continued ſo doing for ſeveral Days together, without obtaining 


more Sleep than uſual, Theſe Opiates proved but a temporary 


Relief; for when they were omitted, he relapſed into as bad a. 


State as ever. At length, ſix Weeks after the Accident, the laſt 


Phalanx was taken off at the Articulation; the Diſorder, never 
theleſs, did not abate till four or ſive Days after, upon nipping 


off the Extremity of the Bone; and with it a little Splinter, 


which ſtill irritated the nervous Syſtem ; when his convulſivg

In the Tetanus, the general Fer gf are neatly the ſame as 
in the Opiſthotonos, except that from the firſt Attack, the lateral, 
abdominal, and other anterior Muſcles, are equally contracted 
with the poſterior ones; and the Arms become rigid, as well as 
the lower Extremities. The Abdomen is always flat and rigid, 
as in the laſt Stage of the Opiſibotonos, and its Contents ſeem 
to be thruſt up into the Thorax, which at the ſame Time ap- 
pears to be much dilated.

If = Weather is warm, and the Pulſe quick, with a pre- 
ternatural Heat in the Skin, the Warmth of the Water in the 
Bath ſhould not exceed the g6th or the g8th Diviſion on 
Fahbrenhit's Thermometer. But when the Pulſe is flow, wick 
little Heat, it ought to be ſo. warm as to raiſe the Mercury to 
the 100th or 102d Degree, eſpecially in cold Weather.
